The sidewalk fronting the resi¬ 
dence of Dr. Farley, on Depot Street 
is now being much improved. It 
has been lowered four feet and is 
being graded and cherted through¬ 
out the whole block by Messrs. 
Fancher and Farley. 

Mr. John T. Ellis went to Bir¬ 
mingham a few days ago and boug! t 
15 carload of terra cotta pipe, to be 
used for drainage purposes at street 
crossings in Montevallo. This piping 
is now being laid at the different 
crossings, improves the streets, adds 
to their neatness, and will last prac 
ticallv always. We rejoice that our 
town possesses such citizens as Mr. 
Ellis, who is always on the lookout 
for some means to advance its 
growth or welfare. Our little city 
will eventually reimburse Mr. Ellis,

WILSON ASKS DECLARATION OF 
WAR AGAINST GER MAN EMPIRE 

Tells Joint Session of Congress of Germany’s Misdeeds. 
Characterizes Present German Submarine Warfare 
as a Warfare Against Mankind. 


Washington.—President Wilson urg¬ 
ed Congress, assembled in joint ses¬ 
sion, to declare a state of war exist¬ 
ing between the United States and 
Germany. 

In a dispassionate and unmeasured 
denunciation of the course of the Im¬ 
perial German government, which he 
characterized as a challenge to all 
mankind and a warfare against all na¬ 
tions, the President declared that neu¬ 
trality was no longer feasible or de¬ 
sirable where the people of the world 
was involved; that armed neutrality 
had become ineffectual enough at best 
and was likely to produce what it was 
meant to prevent, and urged Congress 
to accept the guage of battle with all 
the resources of the nation. 

“I advise that the Congress declare 
the recent course of the Imperial Ger¬ 
man government to be in fact nothing 
less than war against the government 
and people of the United States,” said 
the President; “that it formally ac¬ 
cept the status of belligerent which 
has thus been thrust upon it, and that 
it take steps not only to put the coun¬ 
try in a more thorough state of de¬ 
fense, but also to exert all its power 
and employ all its resources to, bring 
the government of the German empire 
to terms and end the war.” 

When the President had finished 


arm ourselves, he said, “are no com*, 
mon wrongs; they cut to the very 
roots of human life.” 

Disclaiming any quarrel with the 
German , people and anything but a 
feeling of friendship and sympathy 
for them, the President fleclared their 
government had not acted upon their 
impulses in entering the war, nor with 
their previous knowledge or approval. 

“It is a war,” he said, “determined 
upon as wars used to- be determined 
upon in the old unhappy days when 
peoples were nowhere consulted by 
their rulers dnd wars were provoked 
and waged in the interest of dynasties 
or of little groups of ambitious men 
who were accustomed to use their fel¬ 
low men as pawns and tools.” 

In scathing terms the President re¬ 
ferried to German plots against tha 
United States. 

“One of the things that has served 
to convince us that the Prussian auto¬ 
cracy was not and never could be our 
friend is that from the very outset 
of the present war it has filled our 
^unsuspecting communities and even 
our offices of government with spies 
and set criminal intrigues everywhere 
afoot against our national /unity of 
council, our peace within and without, 
our industries and our commenrce.” 

It was evident, the President added, 
that the spies were here even before

That the German gov¬ 
ernment means to stir up enemies at 
the very doors of the United States 
was eloquently proved, he said, by 
the revelation of the plot to embroil 
Japan and Mexico in war with the 
United States. 

“We are accepting this challenge of 
hostile purpose,” said the President, 
“because we know that in such a gov¬ 
ernment, following such methods, we 
can never have a friend; and that in 
the presence of Its organized power 
always lying in wait to accomplish we 
know not what purpose, there can be 
not assured security for the demo¬ 
cratic governments of the world.” 

The ‘whole force of the nation,” it 
necessary, the President declared, 
would he spent against “this natural 
foe to liberty” and to "check its pre- 
tesnions and its power.” 

Toward Germany’s allies, the Pres¬ 
ident said, the United States was tak¬ 
ing no action at this time, because 
they were not engaged in warfare 
against Americans on the seas. 

The United States, he said, was mov¬ 
ing only against “an irresponsible 
government which has thrown aside all 
considerations of humanity and of 
right and is running amuck.” 

The President expressed his confi¬ 
dence in the loyalty of naturalized cit¬ 
izens and declared that if disloyalty 
did lift its head it would he only from 
a “lawless and malignant few” anc 
would be sternly suppressed. 


both houses of Congress, and referred 
to appropriate committees. 

The objects of the United States in 
entering the war, the President said, 
were to vindicate the principles of 
peace and justice against “selfish and 
autocratic power.” “Without selfish 
end, for conquest or domination, seek¬ 
ing no indemnities or material com¬ 
pensations for the sacrifices it shall 
make, the United States must enter 
the war,” the President said, to make 
the world safe for democracy, as only 
one of the champions of the rights of 
mankind, and would he satisfied when 
those rights were as secure as the 
faith and freedom of nations could 
make them.” 

The President’s address was sent in 
full to Germany by a German official 
news agency for publication in that 
country. The text also went to Eng¬ 
land, and a summary of its contents 
was sent around the world to other 
nations. 

To carry on an effective warfare 
against the German government, 
which he characterized as a "nautral 
foe to liberty,” the President recom¬ 
mended : 

Utmost practical co-operation in 
counsel and action with the govern¬ 
ments already at war with Germany. 

Extension of liberal financial credits 
to those government so that resources 
of America may be added so far as 
possible to theirs. 

Organization and mobilization of all 
the material resources of the country. 

Full equipment of the navy, particu¬ 
larly for means of dealing with sub¬ 
marine warfare. 

An army of at least 500,Oft) men bas¬ 
ed on the principle of universal liabil¬ 
ity to service, and the authorization 
of additional increments of 500,000 
each as they are needed or can be 
handled in training. 

Raising necessary money for the 
United States government, so far as 
possible without borrowing and on the 
basis of equitable taxation. 

All preparations, the President urg¬ 
ed, should be made so as not to check 
the flow of war supplies to the nations 
already in the field against Germany. 

Measures to accomplish all these 
ends, the President told Congress, 
would be presented with the best 
thought of the executive departmehts, 
which will be charged with the con¬ 
duct of the war and he besought con¬ 
sideration for them In that light. 

Wilson’s Appearance Cheered. 
President Wilson’s appearance be¬ 
fore Congress was marked by a scene 
of the greatest enthusiasm ever shown 
since he began the practice of deliv¬ 
ering his address in person. Crowds 
on the outside of the capttol cheered 
him frantically as he entered and as 
he left. Congress roared cheer after 
cheer in an outburst of patriotic en¬ 
thusiasm. 

From the galleries the President was 
loudly cheered, and there was no di¬ 
vision of spirit between republicans 
’and democrats. 

'Referring only briefly to the long 
diplomatic correspondence with Ger¬ 
many in his effort to bring her back 
to the bounds of the laws of humanity 
and nations, the President launched 
Into his denunciation of the course ot 
the German government, which he de¬ 
clared had forced the United States 
to become a belligerent.

WHEN SHIP IS TORPEDOED 


Insurance Shows Large Increase. 

The preliminary report of the com¬ 
missioner of insurance for the year 
ending December 31, 1916, shows the 
total amount of fire and marine insur¬ 
ance written in the State for the year 
to amount to $350,950,490.36, an in¬ 
crease of $76,548,918.36 over the pre¬ 
vious year, when the figure stood at 
$274,407,572. Figures compiled for the 
period since 1898 failed to show a sin¬ 
gle year in which the amount of in¬ 
surance written was equal to that of 
1916, the nearest approach being in 
1913, when the figure was $328,449,- 
491.00. 

During 1916 the fire losses incurred 
was $2,025,165.86, a falling off from the 
year before of more than a hundred 
thousand dollars, which is attributed 
to the activity of the insurance depart¬ 
ment in catching and prosecuting "fire 
bugs.” In 1916 the premiums received 
was $3,798,802.54 which showed a fall¬ 
ing off from the years before, when 
the figure stood at $3,901,171.79. The 
ratio of losses to premiums in 1916 
was 77 per cent and in 1915 79.58 per 
cent. 


Receiver Wanted For Bank. 

State Superintendent of Banks Alex 
E. Walker, has filed in the Circuit 
Court here application or the appoint¬ 
ment of a receiver for the Montgomery 
Bank and Trust Company. The appli¬ 
cation shows the company has not 
been in the active banking business 
since 1913, confining itself to the func¬ 
tions of a trust company since that pe¬ 
riod. The reduction of the capital 
stock from $250,000 to $50,000, the pe¬ 
tition says, constitutes a violation of 
the State banking laws, which prohibit 
& capitalization of a bank and trust 
company of less than $100,000.

Paris.—A French patrol picked up 
19 of the crew of the Aztec. Twenty- 
eight men are reported missing. 


New York.—The American steam¬ 
ship Aztec, owired by the Oriental Nav¬ 
igation ConSpany, the first armed ship 
to sail from an American port, was 
sunk by a German submarine, accord¬ 
ing to advices received here by the 
company from the United States con¬ 
sul at Brest, France. 

The cable message gave no informa¬ 
tion as to the fate of the crew. There 
were 49 men aboard the vessel, 16 of 
them Americans. 

The Aztec sailed from New York 
March 18 for Havre. She was com¬ 
manded by Captain Walter O’Brien. 
Sixteen members of the crew were 
native born Americans. 

The Oriental Navigation Company, 
owner of the Aztec, also owns the Or 
letns, one of the first American ves¬ 
sels to run successfully Germany’s 
submarine blockade. The Aztec car¬ 
ried a full cargo of food stuffs and gen¬ 
eral supplies valued at more than 
$500,000.

the Industrial Workers of the World. 
Voting on the resolutions was defer¬ 
red'. The meeting was secret and 
none but holders of I. W. W. member¬ 
ship cards was admitted. 


More Soldiers Are Caled Out. 

Washington.—The war department 
called into the federal service for po¬ 
lice purposes the following National 
Guard organizations: 

Second West Virginia infantry. 

Fourth Virginia infantry. 

Battery D, Field artillery, Virginia. 

The war department also called in¬ 
to the federal service the first and sec¬ 
ond companies. Coast artillery of the 
Virginia National Guard. They will 
he added to the forces already em¬ 
ployed for police protection. 


Election in Nine Counties. 

Nine counties will hold election dur¬ 
ing April and May to determine wheth¬ 
er or not a local tax for public schools 
shall be levied'under the constitutional 
amendment adopted last November. If 
all favor the tax, 15 counties will have 
levied it since the amendment became 
a part of the constitution. The last 
county to vote it was Winston, which 
gave a majority of 223 for a 3-mill 
tax which will continue during the next 
50 years. 

Dates for the local tax elections fol¬ 
lows: Houston, April 2; St. Clair, Ap¬ 
ril 3; Madison, April 23; Escambia, Ap¬ 
ril 24; Calhoun, May 8; Etowah, May 
15; Randolph, May 21; Covington, May 
21; Morgan, May 22. All propose to 
levy a 3-mill tax except Calhoun, which 
proposes 2-mill, and Escambia, which 
contemplates the levy of a 3-mill dis¬ 
trict tax. 

Counties which have levied the local 
tax since November are Colbert, 
Franklin, Geneva, Jefferson, Walker 
and Winston. Only one county, Mar¬ 
shall, has voted in the negative. 


Vouchers Approved. 

Governor Henderson has ap¬ 
proved vouchers for the salaries of 
Perry W. Turner and Lawrence E. 
Brown, assistant attorney general, for 
the three months beginning January 
1, thus officially recognizing the le¬ 
gality of the contracts between the 
state and the assistant attorneys gen¬ 
eral. Following the-recent decision of 
the supreme court which held that con¬ 
tracts approved by the governor where¬ 
by Mr. Turner and Mr. Brown-were 
employed at stipulated salaries were 
binding.

The stone had to be removed 
from the tomb of Lazarus; it rolled 
Itself away from the tomb of Christ. 
The restrictions which Christ placet^ 
upon his exercise of power, viz., that 
he allowed Lazarus to die, to bq 
buried, and his body to reach thej 
point of putrefaction, and not to come 
forth until Jesus himself, In his body,) 
was present at the tomb, emphasizes 
the lesson of the restraint of power 
for the glory of God. Out of such 
extreme circumstances of seeming im¬ 
possibility God manifested his glory 
(Rom. 8:28). 

Browning lias given us a wonder¬ 
fully imaginative picture of his re¬ 
newed life on earth: 

And oft the man’s soul springs Into his 
face 

As if he saw again and heard again 
His sago that bade him rise, 

And he did rise. 

The effect of the miracle was two¬ 
fold. Many who were present be¬ 
lieved on Jesus, others did not. 

Some went to the Pharisees to 
relate what they had seen, only to 
meet with rebuff. 

The remainder of the chapter Is oc¬ 
cupied with the plotting of the Phari¬ 
sees against Jesus, and from this 
grave there stretches the shadow of 
a cross upon the path of Jesus. 

This miracle ranks next to Christ’s 
own resurrection as a demonstration 
of immortality.

Important News of- the State, Nation, 
and World Told in a Few Lines 
for Your Convenience. 


ROUND ABOUT THE WORLD 


Condensed Record of. Happening* 
of Interest From All Points 
of the World. 


Domestic \ 

Sari Larkenson of Augusta, Ga., is 
reported to have lost his life when 
the British merchantman Crispin was 
sent to the bottom by a German sub¬ 
marine. 

R. L. Hayes of Covington, . Ga., is 
reported among the missing, and prob¬ 
ably lost his life, when the Crispin 
was torpedoed by a German submarine. 

At a patriotic meeting held at Lit¬ 
tle Rock, Ark., Governor Bough, who 
presided, led forward Harvey Ether¬ 
idge, who left his plow standing in a 
field near Morrillton and walked forty 
miles to Little Rock to enlist in the 
navy as soon as he heard that recruits 
were needed. 

Eight persons were injured, several 
buildings were wrecked and a score 
or more were unroofed or otherwise 
damaged in a windstorm that skirted 
Memphis, Tenn., and struck Bing¬ 
hamton, a suburb, with its ful force. 

Dr. David Starr Jordan attempted to 
hold a pacifist meeting in Baltimore 
at the Academy of Music. A crowd 
of enthusiastic , .people swept aside a 
cordon cf people and refused to allow 
the doctor to finish his talkfest.’ Police 
reserves were called out and dispersed 
the crowd. Clubs were freely used, 
and many were badly injured. 

The largest single force which the 
government has enrolled in its nation¬ 
wide spy hunt, with the possible excep¬ 
tion of the municipal police and detec¬ 
tive force, is the army of postmasters, 
all of whom have received instructions 
to permit no clew as to the identity of 
suspected individuals and their activi¬ 
ties to go unreported. 

Of great value in detecting spies op¬ 
erating in the country are the rural 
free delivery carriers and the city 
carriers, a force all told of about three 
hundred thousand men. 

The Vermont legislature has passed 
a bill appropriating one million dol¬ 
lars for equipping the National Guard 
of the state and organizing the home 
defense. 

Permission for the burial in Arling¬ 
ton National cemetery at Washington 
of Moses Ezekiel, the Virginia sculp¬ 
tor, who died recently in Rome, Italy 
was granted by the secretary of war. 

The extra session of the general as¬ 
sembly of Georgia, called to enact 
“bone dry” legislation, has accomplish¬ 
ed its task,, adjourned and gone home 
The bill is said to be the most drastic 
of any state in the Union, and the 
governor has already signed it. 

Woman suffragists throughout the 
United States are vitally interested 
in the question before the English 
house of commons, and freely predict 
that women in the British empire will 
be given the right to vote in 90 days 
1 Secretary of Agriculture Houston has 
appealedfto the farmers of the United 
States to join in agricultural prepared¬ 
ness measures so that the country may 
not be handicapped by food shortage 
in its effort to meet the international 
■crisis. 

Cyclonic weather prevailed in Alba¬ 
ny, Ga., March 27. A small cyclone 
.passed over that place in almost the 
exact track of one that struck the 
place ten years ago, unroofing build 
•ings, demolishing chimneys and fences 
and laying low some of the finest shade 
trees. 

i Moses Ezekiel, the American sculp¬ 
tor, has crossed the great divide. In 
his will he asks to be buried in Ar¬ 
lington cemetery among his old Con 
federate comrades. 

; After a statement had been admit¬ 
ted in evidence that 250 shells for five 
Ibombs had been manufactured in 12 
days on board a German merchant 
steamship tied up at Hoboken, N. J. 
■the government closed its case against 
!Capt. Charles von Gleist and five oth¬ 
er Germans on trial for conspiracy to 
destroy vessels carrying munitions 
from American ports to the entente 
allies. The case is being heard in 
New York City. 


It is positively stated that the ad- 
ministraive branch of the American 
government has determined definitely 
upon a course of action to meet the 
hostility of Germany. 

It is an open secret that President 
Wilson’s advisers as well as official 
Washington generally have long ac¬ 
cepted it as a fact that war actually 
is being waged against the United 
States. 

Virtually the entire force of the fed¬ 
eral government’s civilian employees, 
approximately 500,000 men and wom¬ 
en, engaged in every branch of serv¬ 
ice, has been summoned to aid the 
bureau of invstigation and the secret 
service in the detection of spies and 
the apprehension of persons engaged 
in plots, intrigues or other activities 
against the interests of the United 
States. 

A Havana, Cuba, dispatch says that 
virtually all the soldiers and civilians 
comprising the rebel forces of Rigo- 
berto Fernandez in Oriente province, 
between 500 and 600 in number, have 
surrendered to Colonel Varona at 
Guantanamo. 

A Berlin dispatch brings the infor¬ 
mation that German chemists have 
discovered a new method of making 
flour substitute out of linden and 
beech buds. The chemists say that the 
new discoverey has four times the fat 
percentage of wheat flour. 

A dispatch from Chihuahua City, 
Mexico says that Francisco Villa, at 
the head of a cavalry force of 3,500) 
men, recently made a determined at¬ 
tempt to capture the city, but was driv¬ 
en back with the loss of 500 prisoners 
and 350 in killed and wounded. 

The United States government is 
steadily pushing preparations to pro¬ 
tect American lives and property 
against German ruthlessness. 


Washington • 

Destruction without warning of four 
merchant ships carrying Americans in 
their crews was reported to the state 
department in official dispatches indi¬ 
cating that several Americans lost 
their lives. 

Rear Admiral James H. Oliver, the 
chief of naval intelligence, is named 
by Secretary Daniels as governor of 
the Danish West Indies which will be 
taken over by this country. 

' A London dispatch announces that 
Premier Lloyd-George has told the 
English house of commons that wom¬ 
an suffrage must be granted. 

Twelve federal reserve banks, it is 
announced, have made a 90-day loan 
Ito the government of $505,000,000 at 
the rate of 2 per cent per annum. 

It is stated that except for informa¬ 
tion concerning German plots against 
American interests, the public in a 
general way knows as much as the 
government about everything directly 
affecting the present crisis. 

A The Hague telegram says it is re¬ 
ported from an absolutely authentic 
source that the German government 
will ask American officials and relief 
workers of the American commission 
for relief in Belgium to submit to a 
period of “news quarantine,” the time 
not to exceed four -weeks, in order to 
prevent military information from 
leaking out. 


European War 

The British forces in France are 
gradually creeping up on the import¬ 
ant town of St. Quentin, considered 
cne of the German strongholds. 

The French forces under General Ni- 
velle are keeping up their offensive to 
the south and southeast of St. Quen¬ 
tin. 

West of St. Quentin the British have 
thrust their line through the village of 
Savy and Wood of Savy, and now are 
resting only three miles from St. Quen¬ 
tin. 

The German war office admits that 
the German line for a distance of from 
one and a quarter to two miles was 
forced to give way before the British 
in the region bounded by the Peronne- 
Gouzeacourt road and the Omnigon 
brook. 

The German war office is authority 
for the statement that the British 
losses in the forward movement in the 
western zone are enormous. 

From various sources in Europe it 
is announced that the Socialist depu¬ 
ties are clamoring for a republic in 
the eGrman reichstag. 

Efforts made by Turkish troops to 
envelope a British force near Delta- 
wah, 35 miles north of Bagdad, has 
failed. 

The survivors of the steamer Vigi- 
lancia torpedoed by a German subma¬ 
rine, March 16, have arrived at Hali¬ 
fax, N. S. Fifteen of the crew, in¬ 
cluding the captain, were drowned in 
the launching of the boats. 

Denmark sources of information 
say that Germany is reduced to the 
last strait for lack of men, and are 
now enlisting men over forty-five years 
of age. 

The fight which the German raider 
Moewe had with the British steamship 
Otaki was not the only one on the 
cruise. The raider also had a stub¬ 
born fight with the armed British 
steamer Governor. The second offi¬ 
cer of the Governor was killed and 
both arms of a gunner named Hud- 
doth were shot off. The Governor was 
eventually sunk. 

More than forty Americans were 
among the prisoners taken to Germa¬ 
ny by the German commerce raider 
Moewe, according to Jack Benson, an 
American seaman, who has arrived in 
Denmark. The Americans are held as 
prisoners of war in Germany. They 
were nearly all horsemen on the Es- 
meraldas, which was sunk by the raid¬ 
er Moewe. 

The Austrian emperor is visiting 
Emperor Wilhelm somewhere in the 
German empire. 

The emperors of the two principle 
central powers, it stated in a telegram 
from Switzerland, are conferring anent 
the most advisable step to take re¬ 
garding the present international cri¬ 
sis—-whether it is best to stop the sub¬ 
marine warfare or go ahead and fight 
the United States. 

An early spring thaw cn the Rus¬ 
sian front has prevented the German 
drive with Petrograd as the objective. 

In Roumania fighting continues in 
the Uzul valley region, where the Ger¬ 
mans are making notable success. 

The British continue to gain in the 
western zone, while the French are at 
a standstill. 

The British and French troops have 
made adidtional important gain against 
the Germans on the line running from 
Arras to Soissons. 

The allies operating on the western 
front have occupied the villages of 
Longavsnes, Lieramont and Equan- 
eourt. 

The villages of Vandelles, on the St. 
Quentin-Croisilles road and Tpehy, 
and Peiziere, on the Roisel-Cambrai 
read, have been taken by the British 
in France. 

The German war office admits the 
capture by the British of the town of 
Roisel, about eleven miles northwest 
of St. Quentin, and the falling back 
of the German forces before the French 
at several points in the forest region 
south of La Fere. 

London reports that the British hos¬ 
pital ship Asturias was torpedoed with¬ 
out warning. Thirty-six persons are re¬ 
ported killed and missing.

Montgomery.—Approximately twen¬ 
ty-five hundred public school teachers 
are here attending the thirty-sixth an¬ 
nual convention of the Alabama Edu¬ 
cational Association, which began at 
the Grand Theatre April 5 and will con¬ 
tinue through April 7. Governor Hen¬ 
derson and Mayor Robertson delivered 
the addresses of welcome, while the 
response wa3 made by P. W. Hodges, 
superintendent of the city schools of 
Dothan. President James J. J. Doster 
presided and addresses were delivered 
by several well known educators of 
this and other states. 

Among persons from other states 
who are on the progiamme for ad¬ 
dresses and papers of Dr. H. L. Whit¬ 
field, president of the Mississippi In¬ 
dustrial Institute and College; Dr 
Samuel C. Mitchell, president Delaware 
College; Miss Eleanor M. Lally, Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago; Dr. Charles H. 
Judd, University of Chicago; P. P. 
Claxton, United States commissioner 
of education, and C. J. Brown, super¬ 
visor of rural schools for Louisiana. 

Several departmental meetings were 
held during the convention, among 
the most important being that of the 
Alabama Association of Teachers of 
English, which has been making a 
campaign during the past year for 
speech improvement. The annual din¬ 
ner of the English Association will be 
held at the Exchange Hotel. 


uverton Policies to Be Contested. 

Huntsville.—Fraternal insurance so¬ 
cieties that carried $7000 of insurance 
on the life of David D. Overton, slayer 
of Judge W. T. Lawler, who was shot 
to death by deputies at Birmingham, 
after he had escaped from the Jeffer¬ 
son county jail, have taken prelim¬ 
inary steps to fight payment. It is 
stated that these orders all have a 
clause in their policies specifying that 
it becomes void when the insured is 
convicted of a felony. Overton had 
been convicted of murder, and was un¬ 
der death sentence, but his heirs claim 
that inasmuch as the case had not 
been decided by the supreme court, the 
conviction of the lower courT did not 
invalidate the life policies. Overton 
also carried $12,000 of insurance in old 
line life companies, and it is not be¬ 
lieved any of them will make a contest.

Of¬ 
ficers of many of the big steel manu¬ 
facturing plants, iron plants and elec¬ 
tric plants have been called to New 
York and Washington recently, and it 
is stated that North Alabama will be¬ 
come a beehive of industry in the event 
that war is actually declared.

The trip to the Auburn Sum¬ 
mer school was the first prize in the 
pig prize, the other prizes being pigs. 


Guardsman EJies. 

Montgomery.—J. E. Sikes, a private 
in Company I, First Regiment, died 
at a local infirmary from pneumonia 
contracted at Nogales, Ariz., and his 
body was sent to Enterprise, his for¬ 
mer home, for burial. This is the first 
death among the members of the Ala¬ 
bama brigade since its return from the 
border. Sikes was brought home in 
charge of the hospital corps, and car¬ 
ried from the train to the infirmary 


Fire Damages Hotel. 

Selma.—Management of the Arcada 
hotel, which suffered damage esti¬ 
mated at $3000 from fire, announced 
that a new Arcadia will be the re 
suit of the blaze. The house will not 
close, but will be remodeled, reno¬ 
vated and refurnished throughout. The 
fire was caused from falling chimney 
sparks. The building was covered by 
insurance. 


Houlditch Found Guilty of Murder. 

Montgomery.—The jury in the case 
of Ed Houlditch, charged with the 
murder of M. L. Bates, watchman at 
the river bridge of the Mobile and 
Ohio roilroad, returned a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and fixing the punishment at life im¬ 
prisonment. ■* 


Record Rainfall This Year. 

Montgomery.—Rainfall thus far this 
year totals almost half the average 
rainfall for the entire year. A total 
of 22.89 inches has fallen during Jan 
uary, February and March, while the 
average for the year is 51.12 inches. 
During March the rainfall totals 10.65 
inches. 


Try to Take Liquor from Sheriff. 

Girard.—A party of armed men at¬ 
tempted to break in and take approx¬ 
imately $7000 worth of confiscated 
liquor, which had been stolen from the 
state ■warehouse and recaptured by the*

guard. A number of shots were fired, 
but no one was hurt. This is the 
fifth raid since the goods have been iD 
possession of the state.

— Funeral service for 
Owen Johnson, a prominent citi¬ 
zen of Dadeville, who was found 
dead in bed at his room in a lo¬ 
cal hotel from a pistol shot in the 
right temple, were held here. Mr. 
Johnson had been confined to his bed 
several weeks and it is believed he 
became so despondent of his condi¬ 
tion that he ended his life.

H OME, hope and money gone. 

A loving husband and a little 
daughter tearfully waiting for 
the dread summons which would take 
away wife and mother. 

That, in brief, describes the scene 
enacted one October day, a year ago, 
when E. O. Wilson and his little 
daughter sat in a darkened room await¬ 
ing the end they thought near. 

This chapter in the story of the Wil- 
son family is one of sorrow and 
suffering, pathos and human interest*. 
It is one which touched the hearts of 
friends' and caused them to pour out 
sympathy to a sorrowing husband. 

Five years ago E. O. Wilson, his wife 
and child were a happy family. They 
moved to Atlanta from Abbeville, S. C., 
so Mr. Wilson could accept a position 
on a newspaper. 

Mr. Wilson prospered and the family 
moved into a little home of their own. 
Mrs. Wilson took an interest in 
church work and in the Woman’s Aux¬ 
iliary of the Typographical union. Her 
future looked bright. 

It was in the early part of 1913 that 
the blow fell. But let Mr. Wilson 
tell the story. He can do it better, be¬ 
cause every detail is indelibly stamped 
upon his memory. 

Mr. Wilson’s Story. 

G]l JY name is E. O. Wilson and I 
IV1 live at 197 Bass street, Atlan¬ 
ta, Ga., with my wife and seven-year- 
old daughter. I have been a printer 
for sixteen years and nm a member of 
the Typographical Union. 

“It is with a sense of gratitude for 
being permitted to have with me today 
my dear wife that I am voluntarily 
making this statement. I want every¬ 
body interested to know that it comes 
from the bottom of my heart. 

“During the spring of 1913 when I 
thought that nothing could Impair my 
happiness, the blow fell. My wife, un¬ 
til that time healthy and strong, was 
stricken with illness.

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CAN'T NEGLECT IT 

Dr. Palmer Says Our Chil¬ 
dren Must Be Educated 

To the Citizens of Shelby County: 

That we are confronting a serious 
situation is known to every one. 
This is a time that calls for sober 
thinking, calm reflection and wise 
action. It is no time for excited 
statements or political differences. 
The education of our children is at 
stake. Ask any man or woman in 
our county over sixty years of age 
about their opportunities for an ed¬ 
ucation, and you will be told that 
the war of the sixties cut them out 
of any chance for schooling. Prac¬ 
tically every one between 40 and 
60, though most of them were born 
after that great war closed, will tell 
you the same thing. In fact, there 
are children today being brought up 
in ignorance partly as a result of 
that great conflict. In 1860 there 
were no public schools. Very few 
people were able to send their chil¬ 
dren to school. The result was, 
practically, all of the children of 
the South were deprived even of ap 
elementary education. It was many 
years after the war closed before 
public schools were established, anti 
then the prohibition of local tax 
prevented the full development of 
our schools. Our people last fall, 
by an overwhelming majority, re¬ 
moved this barrier to the progress 
of our schools. Shelby county was 
in the forefront of that great vic¬ 
tory. 

Now, whatever may happen to 
our country, we cannot neglect our 
children. Individuals are not able 
to pay high tuition rates. Fortu¬ 
nately, the people who have wealth 
have seen the necessity of an edu¬ 
cated citizenship, and are anxious 
to pay the taxes to assist the 
schools. 

We must see to it that all of the 
children of this county shall have 
the opportunity to secure bn ele¬ 
mentary education. After this war 
is over we shall sorely need an ed¬ 
ucated citizenship to meet the great 
problems that will arise. There is 
a greater need now than ever be¬ 
fore for the local tax. Our people 
are too poor to educate their chil¬ 
dren without it. Our children must 
• have a chance in life. Let every 
patriotic citizen talk and work for 
the adoption of the local tax. A full 
and enthusiastic vote will, arouse 
the educational interests of all the 
people. This should be the last 
year for a four or five-months’ 
school. 

In some neighborhoods there are 
some criticisms of teachers. Well, 
teachers are human beings like oth¬ 
er people. Some farmers, some 
merchants, some doctors, some 
dentists, preachers, blacksmiths, 

' carpemers, and men and women of 
other callings, do' not always meas¬ 
ure up to the high standard that the 
world has a right to expect of them. 
Some teachers, l am sorry to say, 
are failures: others are partial fail¬ 
ures. However, I am glad to say 
that a very large percent, of the 
men and women engaged in this 
noble work of teaching are fully 
aware of the grave responsibilities 
placed upon them and are doing a 
great work. Such men and women 
are poorly paid, as all will admit. 
Those who are failures are paid too 
much, as any compensation is too 
much for them. These inequalities 
will adjust Jhemselves in due time 
in each community. The local 
trustees and the citizens in each 
district should get together and 
have a distinct understanding as to 
the needs of that community. The 
local tax will be a small contribu¬ 
tion from the people of the county, 
as the corporations will pay eighty- 
five percent. This fund will give 
each district the means for a longer 
term and more teachers. Many of 
the schools are too crowded, and 
there should be a division of the 
classes in order to have effective 
teaching done. 

Citizens of Shelby County, I be¬ 
lieve you will rally as one man to 
the cause that means so much for 
the advancement of the children of 
our county. Only one county, so 
far, has voted against the tax, and 
it is told thruout the world as a 
shame upon that county. Many of 
those who voted against the tax did 
so from a misunderstanding, and 
already they are discussing the 
question of a reconsideration. Shti- 
by county has an enviable reputa¬ 
tion because of its splendid vote for 
the Amendment in November, The 
election on May 15th must show to 
the world that our people are in 


earnest for the education of our 
children. T. W. Palmer.

How would you like to pay five 
or six dollars,—or more,—for a 
bushel of corn or wheat next fall?

The Government needs the grain 
and feedstuff of the North and 
West for its army and the people of 
Europe. So the.South must depend 
on herself. 

An alarming condition is said to 
exist. Mrs. Matthis, the great agri¬ 
cultural authority, declares there 
are now in the South only enough 
foods to last a few weeks. So there 
comes from all quarters the cry 
that our farmers must raise more 
grain and live stock. 

What good will it do us to get 
twenty cents a pound for cotton if 
we have to give a bale of it for a 
sack of flour? 

Drummers coming to Montevallo 
are already refusing orders for some 
lines of goods, because they say the 
wholesale houses themselves can¬ 
not get the goods. 

The situation is declared to be 
serious, and all farmers are asked 
to plant plenty feedstuff, for which 
they will get high prices. 


Educate the Children 

“After this war is over we shall 
sorely need an educated citizenship 
to meet the great problems that will 
arise,” says Dr. T. W. Palmer, and 
that is certainly going to be the 
case. How to regulate the war 
taxes and how to meet the growing 
complexities and perplexities of 
class jealousies and suspicions and 
how to take advantage of the 
new civilization science is prepar¬ 
ing for the world will call for edn- 
cated minds. Shame and suffering 
shall belong to the ignorant in a 
greater degree than ever, perhaps. 
Let every thoughtful man ponder 
Dr. Palmer’s article in this issue.

Last Step to Active Hostilities 
Taken When President Signs. 

CALLS FOR VOLUNTEERS 


Subjects of Kaiser Enjoined to Keep 
the Peace and Will Be Held Liable 
for Disobedience—Barred From 
Entering Certain Localities. 


Washington, April 7 .—President Wil¬ 
son sighed a proclamation formally de¬ 
claring a state of war between the 
United States and Germany. In the 
proclamation he called upon American 
citizens to give support to all meas¬ 
ures of the government. 

The Proclamation. 

The war proclamation follows: 

"Whereas, The congress of the United 
States in the exercise of the constitu¬ 
tional authority vested in them have 
resolved by joint resolution of the sen¬ 
ate and house of representatives bear¬ 
ing date this day “that a state of war 
between the United States and the im¬ 
perial German government which has 
been thrust upon -the United States is 
hereby formally declared; 

Whereas, It is provided by section 
4,067 of the revised statutes as fol¬ 
lows : 

Under War Conditions. 

! i “Whenever there is declared a war 
between the United States and any 
foreign nation or government, or any 
invasion of predatory incursion is per¬ 
petrated, attempted or threatened 
against the territory of the United 
States by any foreign nation or gov¬ 
ernment and the president makes pub¬ 
lic proclamation of the event, all na¬ 
tives, citizens, denizens or subjects of 
hostile nation or government bein' 
males of the age of fourteen years and 
upward who shall be within the Unit¬ 
ed States and not actually naturalized, 
shall be liable to be apprehended, re¬ 
strained, secured and removed as alien 
enemies. 

To Watch Conduct of Aliens. 

■ “The president is authorized in any 
such event by his proclamation there¬ 
of, or other public acts, to direct the 
conduct to be observed on the part of 
the United States toward the aliens 
who become so liable; the manner 
and degree of the restraint to which 
they shall be subject and in what cases 
and upon what security their residence 
shall be permitted, and to provide for 
the removal of those who, not being 
permitted to reside within the United 
States, refuse or neglect to depart 
therefrom; and to establish any suejh 
regulations which are found necessary 
in the premises and for the public 
6a fetyj 

“Whereas, By sections 4,068. 4,069 
and 4,070 of the revised statutes, fur¬ 
ther provision is made relative to alien 
enemies; 

Proclaims State of War. 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 
president of the United States of 
America, do' hereby proclaim, to all 
whom it may concern, that a state of 
war exists between the United States 
and the Imperial German government. 

“I do specially direct all officers, 
civil or military, of the United States, 
that they exercise vigilance and zeal 
in the discharge of the duties incident 
to such a state of war; and I do, more¬ 
over, earnestly appeal to all American 
citizens that they, in loyal devotion 
to their' country, dedicated from its 
foundation to the principles of liberty 
and justice, uphold the laws of the 
the land and give undivided and willing 
support to those measures which may 
be adopted by the constitutional au¬ 
thorities in prosecuting the war to a 
successful issue and in obtaining a se¬ 
cure and just peace; and acting under 
and by virtue of the authority vested 
in me by the Constitution of the 
United States and the said sections of 
the revised statutes, I do hereby fur¬ 
ther proclaim and direct that the con¬ 
duct to be observed on the part of the 
United States towards all natives, citi¬ 
zens, denizens or subjects of Gerraanv, 
being male of the age of fourteen years 
and upwards, who shall be within the 
United States and not actually natural¬ 
ized, wljo for the purpose of this proc¬ 
lamation and under such sections of 
the revised statutes are termed alien 
enemies,.shall be as follows: 

As to Alien Enemies. 

“All alien enemies are enjoined to 
prgserve the peace towards the United 
States and to refrain from crime 
against the public safety and from vio¬ 
lating the laws of the United States 
and of the states and territories there¬ 
of, and to refrain from actual hostili¬ 
ties or giving information, aid or com 
fort to the enemies of the United 
States and to comply strictly with the 
regulations which are hereby or may 
be from time to time promulgated by 
the president, and so long as they shall 
conduct themselves in accordance with 
the law, they shall be undisturbed in 
the peaceful pursuit of their lives and 
occupations and be accorded the con¬ 
sideration due to all peaceful and law- 
abiding persons, except so far as re¬ 
strictions may be necessary for their 
own protection and for the safety of 
the United States; and towards.such 
alien enemies as conduct themselves 
in accordance with law, all citizmis of 
the United States are enjoined to pre¬ 
serve the peace and to treat them with 
atl such friendliness as may be com¬ 
patible with loyalty and allegiance to 
the Unltpd State*- 


“And all alien enemies who fail to 
•conduct themselves as so enjoined, in 
addition to all other penalties pre¬ 
scribed by law, shall be liable to re¬ 
straint, or to give security, or to re¬ 
move and depart from the United 
States in the manner prescribed by 
sections 4069 and 4070 of the revised 
statutes, and as prescribed in the 
regulations duly promulgated by the 
president. 

'And pursuant to the authority vest¬ 
ed in me, I hereby declare and estab¬ 
lish the following regulations, which 
I find 1 necessary in the premises and 
for the public safety: 

1. An alien enemy shall not have in 
his possession at any time or place 
any firearms, weapons or implements 
of war or component parts thereof, am¬ 
munition, maxim or other silencer, 
arms or explosives or material used 
in the manufacture of explosives; 

Bars Wireless Use. 

“2. An alien enemy shall not have in 
his possession at any time or place or 
use or operate any aircraft or wireless 
apparatus or anyy form of signaling 
device or any form of cipher code er 
any paper, document of book, written, 
or printed in cipher, or in which there 
may be invisible writing. 

“3. All property found in the posses¬ 
sion of an alien enemy in violation of 
the foregoing regulations shall be sub¬ 
ject to seizure by the United States. 

“4. An alien enemy shall not ap¬ 
proach or be found withing one-half 
of a mile of any federal or state fort, 
camp, arsenal, aircraft station, gov¬ 
ernment or naval vessel, navy yard, 
factory or workshop for the manufac¬ 
ture of munitions of war or any prod¬ 
ucts for the use of the army or navy. 

Making of Threats Barred. 

“5. An alien enemy shall not write, 
print or publish any attack or threat 
against the government or congress of 
the United States or either branch 
thereof, or against the persons or 
property of any person in the military, 
naval or civil service of the United 
States or of the states or territories 
or of the District of Columbia or of 
the municipal governments therein. 

“6. An alien enemy shall not commit 
or abet any hostile acts against the 
United States or give Information, aid 
or comfort to its enemies. 

“7. An alien enemy shall not reside 
in, or continue to reside in, to remain 
in or enter any locality which the

Wilson Asks Volunteers. 

The president also issued a call for 
volunteers to bring the army and navy 
up to war strength, and gave his in¬ 
dorsement to the general staff army 
bill designed to obtain men by selec¬ 
tive conscription. 

“The necessary men,” snid the presi¬ 
dent in a statement, “will be secured 
for the regular army and the National 
Guard by volunteering, as at present, 
until, in the judgment of the presi¬ 
dent, a resort to selective draft is ad¬ 
visable. 

“The principles embodied in the leg¬ 
islation presented by the war depart¬ 
ment to the military committee of the 
senate and house have my entire ap¬ 
proval, and its specific recommenda¬ 
tions embody the best judgment of the 
officers of the war department. It 
proposes to raise the forces necessary 
to meet the present emergency by 
bringing the regular army and the Na¬ 
tional Guard to war strength and by 
addition the additional forces which 
will now he needed so that the na¬ 
tional army will comprise three ele¬ 
ments.” 


Senator Norris, charging that the 
United States is going to war at the 
behest of the munition barons of Wall 
street, drew from Senator Ijeed the re 
tort that such an accusation is “al 
most treason.” 

The assertloh that the nation was go¬ 
ing to war on the demand of gold, he 
said, was “an indictment of the presi¬ 
dent of the United States, an indict¬ 
ment of congress, of the American peo¬ 
ple, and of the truth.” 

’•The president is not calling Amer¬ 
ica to arms for the sake of a few- 
paltry, dollars,” Senator Reed contin¬ 
ued, “but for the life, honor, and in¬ 
tegrity of this country.” 

Introduced by Hitchcock. 

In introducing the resolution into 
the senate, Senator Hitchcock made a 
brief Statement in which he said that 
the present time was one “for action, 
not discussion.” 

“The time for discussion has 
passed," lie said. “The president has 
stated clearly, effectively, more con¬ 
clusively the reasons which make this 
grave step necessary. The resolution 
provides for war against the imperial 
German government. It places re¬ 
sponsibility for the war squarely upon 
the shoulders of the German govern¬ 
ment, charged with repeated acts of 
wrr against the United States. 

“We want no more territory. We 
will demand no indemnity. We have 
no grudge to settle,, nor racial anti 
pnthy. We will spend our treasure 
and our blood and sacrifice our lives 
without the thought of gain. 

“Such quarrel as we have with Ger¬ 
many is not of our choosing. It was 
forced upon us add we did much to 


avoid It. For nearly three years the 
president, congress, and the American 
people have hoped to avoid it. But 
one desperate act by the Imperial Ger¬ 
man government has followed an¬ 
other.” 

German Pledges Broken. 

Senator Hitchcock was followed by 
Senator Swanson of Virginia, who said 
the German government “has repeat¬ 
edly and grossly violated Its treaty ob¬ 
ligations to us, and wantonly- broken 
solemn assurances.” 

“The issue is not peace or war,” Sen¬ 
ator Swanson continued. “War has al¬ 
ready been declared upon us. The Is¬ 
sue is whether we shall accept war or 
abject and cowardly submission.” 

Reciting the sinking of American 
ships, German plots, and outrages in 
this country, Senator Swanson said the 
Zimmermann plot to Incite Mexico 
against this country “reaches the low¬ 
est depths of national turpitude.” 

“We have long suspected a disposi¬ 
tion by Germany to dispute the Monroe 
doctrine,” he added. “Now is the time 
to teach this mischief-making German 
government that our territorial sover¬ 
eignty cannot be made a subject of war 
bargaining. 

What else can Germany do to wage 
war against us? When the war-made 
autocracy that now rules Germany has 
been chastened or overthrown, ties of 
friendship now severed will be reunit¬ 
ed.” 

Many other senators took part In the 
debate, Gronna, Stone, Vardaman, 
Norris and LaFolIette, all opposing the 
resolution. 

Senator Smoot made the last speech 
—a short prayer that God would 
hasten the day when liberty will be 
enjoyed by all the peoples of the 
earth.” 

The roll call was taken while the 
senators and spectators sat solemn. A 
few cheers greeted the result and then 
all filed quietly out of the chamber. 
House Vote, 373 to 50. 

The house, after a debate lasting 
about seventeen hours, adopted the 
joint resolution by a vote of 373 to 50. 
Nearly a hundred representatives made 
speeches. 

In offering the senate resolution as 
a substitute for its own, the house for¬ 
eign affairs committee submitted a 
long report reviewing the history of 
submarine warfare and America’s fu¬ 
tile protests against it, German in¬ 
trigues and bomb plots in this country, 
the effort to ally Japan and Mexico 
against the United States and the mis¬ 
treatment of American officials and 
citizens in Germany. 

“It is with the deepest sense of re¬ 
sponsibility for the momentous results 
which will follow the passage of this 
resolution,” said the report, “that your 
committee reports it to the house, with 
the recommendation that it be passed. 

“The conduct of the imperial Ger¬ 
man government toward this govern¬ 
ment, its citizens and its interests, has 
been so discourteous, unjust, cruel, 
barbarous, and so lacking in honesty 
and practice that it has constituted a 
violation of the course of conduct 
which should obtain between friendly 
nations. 

“In addition to this the German gov¬ 
ernment is actually making war upoa 
the people and commerce of this coun¬ 
try, and leaves no course open to this 
government but to accept its gage of 
battle and declare that a state of war 
exists."

er TRAIL OF DESTRUCTION

American and English Corre' 
spondents Working Separate¬ 
ly Agree in Reports of Ruin. 


BURN SUPPLIES FOR THE POOR 


Wells Poisoned and Defiled—Fruit and 

Shade Trees Cut Down—Houses 
Burned and Contents Looted 
and Wrecked. 

London.-—The skeptic who is un¬ 
able to believe the reports of the ab¬ 
solute ruthlessness with which the 
Germans are doing their best to blot 
out that part of France from which 
they are retreating should compare 
the following dispatches, written by 
correspondents at the front, which sup¬ 
plement the official announcements of 
the British and French war offices. 

These dispatches were sent by dif¬ 
ferent correspondents, two American 
and two English. Of these one of 
each, an American and an English¬ 
man, was with the British army, one 
of each with the French army. What 
they write about they saw with their 
own eyes. These men are experienced 
war correspondents and can differen¬ 
tiate between military damage, which 
every army must inflict to hamper 
the enemy, and malicious pillage. 

A few of the things the Germans 
have done and are doing in Picardy 
and Artois, two of the loveliest of the 
provinces of France, are these: Burn¬ 
ing supplies furnished for the starving 
population by the American relief 
commission, supplies bought by Amer¬ 
ican gifts to help people impoverished 
by German invasion; poisoning and 
defiling with filth all the wells; cut¬ 
ting down all the fruit frees and shade 
trees; burning every house, regard¬ 
less of its lack of military value; 
smashing pictures, crockery, furniture 
that they could not take off with them 
from the homes of the peasants; leav¬ 
ing these peasants, women,, old men, 
children, with nothing to eat. 

Looting Officially Ordered. 

The first of these dispatches is from 
the Associated Press correspondent 
who advanced through this scene of 
desolation with the British troops. He 
is an American. This correspondent 
saw with his own eyes captured Ger¬ 
man orders for the looting, which or¬ 
dered among other things that filth 
was to be assembled near all the wells 
abandoned to contaminate the water. 
He refers to the wanton destruction of 
the trees, which is more fully de¬ 
scribed in another dispatch. He. 
writes: 

“Wherever the British troops pene¬ 
trate territory formerly held by the 
Germans they encounter the same 
conditions of destruction and devasta¬ 
tion as in Bapauuie and Peronne. Only 
a few villages have escaped, the Ger¬ 
mans in these instances having been 
compelled to leave before their plans 
to lay waste could be carried out. 

“Th’e use of cavalry by the British 
and French seems to have taken ’ the 
Germans surprise, upsetting some 
of their Calculations. In one village 
supper, which had been laid out, was 
abandoned, together with much am¬ 
munition, and in other places newly 
opened boxes of high explosives were 
found, with which the Germans had 
planned to destroy the villages be¬ 
fore leaving. That the wholesale de¬ 
struction was systematized in a man¬ 
ner characteristic of German thorough¬ 
ness was shown by captured orders on 
the subject. 

“These directed the Mowing up of 
all houses, wells and cellars, except 
those occupied by rear guard outposts, 
the rear guard being held responsible 
for making their shelters uninhabit¬ 
able before falling hack. Farming im¬ 
plements were all burned or destroyed. 
Wherever a building was spared, it 
was first rendered filthy. The orders 
also directed the assembling of filth in 
the neighborhood of all wells for the 
purpose of contaminating the water. 

“The destruction of fruit trees now 
apparently covers the entire belt of 
evacuated territory, even those cling¬ 
ing to the walls having been stripped 
off.” 

Wanton Destruction of Trees. 

The wanton destruction of the trees 
is described also by the second Amer¬ 
ican correspondent, who represents the 
Associated Press with the French 
army, in describing the following 
touching incident: 

“Continuing our visit in Roye we 
encountered on the summit of the city 
an old man, tall, with white hair and 
mustache. He waved his arms, being 
incapable at first in his emotion of 
saying a word. He lived in the last 
house of the town, where he had spent 
the existence of a savage for two 
years, deciding not to see the Ger¬ 
mans. Two days ago, realizing that 
something new was in preparation, he 
went up to the roof of his house and 
from afar saw masses of soldiers in 
blue, their helmets scintillating in the 
sun. 

“ ‘I was waiting for the French,’ lie 
said. ‘I looked for their red trousers, 
but saw only men in unknown uni¬ 
form. My blood turned. I said to my¬ 
self: Are they more Germans? But 
suddenly from the small groups mov¬ 
ing across the country came detona¬ 
tions. I understood they were the 
French warriors, the French clothed 
10 . blue, who had arrived.’ 


“We left the village under the guid¬ 
ance of this.old man. The Germans, 
said he, had revenged themselves even 
on the fields. In fact everywhere the 
trees were cut down, all the apple 
trees from Roye to Champlen, and the 
fine trees along the Rolglise road suf¬ 
fered the same fate.” 

Lust of Destruction. 

The correspondent of the London 
Times with the French army tells of 
the destruction wrought in Chauny, 
which was excusable for military rea¬ 
sons, and then continues to describe 
that which was not: 

“But for the rest of their conduct 
there is no possible defense. In vil¬ 
lage after village, especially in 
Chauny Itself, they burned whole rows 
of houses for no reason whatever ex¬ 
cept for pure spite and lust of de¬ 
struction. 

“House after house was pillaged, 
stripped as if by burglars. In every 
room that was not fired they had 
taken all the contents away, or more 
vilely ' still had smashed them to 
atoms. 

“I have written these things before, 
when I myself have seen them in oth¬ 
er sections of the line. I write about 
them again because I cannot impress 
too strongly the rest of the world that 
the power for this particular form of 
evildoing must be taken away from 
this uncivilized race. Even now, even 
in England and in France itself., peo¬ 
ple who have not seen with their own 
eyes seem not to realize what is be¬ 
ing done here. 

“One fact muy bring it home to 
them. It is the latest invention of this 
generation of house breakers, the new¬ 
est refinement of doing mischief. In 
the fields between Noyon and Chauny, 
many of which—a sure sign that the 
German retreat had not been foreseen 
until comparatively lately—had been 
carefully pldwed and even sown, there 
were a considerable numbe.r of fruit 
trees. Every one of them within a 
certain distance of the road had been 
killed. They either have been sawed 
through a couple of feet from the 
ground and left lying where they fell 
or gashed and hacked three or four 
inches deep. 

“This massacre of trees must have 
been carried out by at least three or 
four companies acting under the or¬ 
ders of their officers just before the 
retreat began, when the troops were 
in such a hurry that they even left 
behind stores of old metal which they 
had carefully collected. I want to in¬ 
sist upon this point, that it is clear 
that It is the officers of the German 
army who are responsible for this par¬ 
ticular crime of tree mutilation.” 

Burned Supplies for the Poor. 

The correspondent of the Times at 
British headquarters writes as foil- 
lows ; 

“Old men, women and children, to 
whom the British were only a myth, 
welcomed the advance guards with 
tears. 

“‘Are you many?’ asked one woman 
doubtfully of a staff officer. 

“ ‘We are two million now,’ said the 
officer. 

“The woman’s relief and joy were 
fine to see. 

“What tiiese people wanted was 
food. They had hardly had any meat, 
butter or fat 'for months. They say 
the German soldiers are getting less 
to eat now and grumble a good deal. 

“When the French troops arrived at 
Tergnier, where the Compaignie du 
Nord had large workshops and loco¬ 
motive sheds, they found everything 
destroyed by dynamite. 

“A Berlin telegram which describes 
the movements of the German with¬ 
drawal, says tile greatest considera¬ 
tion was paid the inhabitants. The 
road from Chauny to Noyon was one 
continual stream of refugees from the 
villages beyond Chauny. They had 
been sacked and burned by the Ger¬ 
mans. These poor refugees consisted 
exclusively of women, babies and 
small children. For weeks past the 
Germans had expelled them from vil¬ 
lage after village in preparation for 
tiie retreat. When the final moment 
came their houses were sacked and 
then burned before their eyes. The 
refugees were left helpless without 
food to await the French advance. 

“At Noyon, owing to the fact that 
the Germans had concentrated there 
10,000 women and children, they prom¬ 
ised to leave the American relief 
commission sufficient supplies to feed 
them. Nevertheless, the last German 
patrols to leave Noyon completely 
sacked the American relief store¬ 
house of everything eatable, and then 
dynamited the building. Finally they 
turned the canal water with which 
they had flooded the city into its 
ruins.” 


Tell What Clothes Cost. 

Boston.—Statistics gathered to show- 
how much the girls at Wellesley col¬ 
lege spend a year, aside from their 
tuition and board, reveal several in¬ 
teresting features. By classes the ju¬ 
niors have the highest average, §396.27, 
for expenditures on clothes, amuse¬ 
ments and travel for the first semester. 
Tha maximum for clothes reached the 
sum of §650, while the minimum Is §20. 
The freshmen class shows the lowest 
figures on average outlay for pleas¬ 
ures, §3.67, and both this and the ju¬ 
nior class demonstrated that certain 
of their members could do without 
spending a cent. 


ANTHEM ALMOST 
COST MIN’S LIFE 

Egyptian Bandsmen Lose Music 
Sadly Needed in Greeting 
U. S. Consul. 


OFFICIALS ALL FUSSED UP 


Suggestion of “Marching Through 

Georgia," as Substitute for “Star- 
Spangled Banner," Accepted 
by American Diplomat. 

London.—The pomp and ceremony 
which suri-ounds the presentation of 
diplomatic credentials to potentates 
of Eastern countries by representa¬ 
tives of the United States, or of any 
other country, have developed many 
delicate and embarrassing situations. 
The Eastern mind attaches groat im¬ 
portance to ceremonials and to make 
a favorable Impression all diplomats 
must conduct themselves in strict ac¬ 
cordance with precedents. 

A story regarding the arrival of Pe¬ 
ter Augustus Jay, United States con¬ 
sul and diplomatic agent in Cairo, 
Egypt, has reached London through 
Englishmen who have made Jay’s ac¬ 
quaintance. 

It seems that the ceremony coinci¬ 
dent to the presentation of credentials 
to the khedive requires a vast amount 
of preparation. Instead of the diplo¬ 
mat stepping to the street and hailing 
a hack to,convey him to the royal pal¬ 
ace, the khedive sends a procession of 
lancers, lackeys, buglers and torch- 
bearers to conduct the stranger to his 
presence. When the procession 
reaches the palace gate the imperial 
band strikes up the national anthem 
of the country which the visitor rep¬ 
resents and he is ushered in to its mar¬ 
tial strains. 

The Music Is Lost. 

About a week before the khedive 
was to receive Consul Jay the master 
of ceremonies dashed up to the con¬ 
sulate and asked to see the new diplo¬ 
mat with every appeai-ance of extreme 
nervousness. It is customary for the 
master of ceremonies to open a con¬ 
versation by inquii'ing into the state 
of being of the consul and his family, 
With protestations of respect for his 
progenitors and immediate friends. 
But on this occasion the nervous mes¬ 
senger got right down to xisiness. 

“Your excellency,” he said, “the 
loathsome and unspeakably vile dog 
who Is leader of the imperial hanfr has 
had the effrontery but this very morn¬ 
ing to crawl before me on his belly 
and with loud lamentations to tell me 
that he has mislaid or lost the music 
of the ‘Stai’-Spangled Banner.’ The 
punishment for his crime will be ter¬ 
rible, but in the meantime if the son 
of a dog and a thousand dogs cannot 
find the music for the ‘Star-Spangled 
Banner’ would it suit your Excellency 
If the band plays ‘Marching Through 
Georgia’ when your excellency arrives, 
at the palace gate?” 

Being a true diplomat, Consul Jay 
rose to the occasion. It might also be' 
Stated that Jay was born north of the 
Mason and Dixon’s line, ' otherwise 
complications might have ensued: 

“It would please me greatly,” said 
Jay, “if the imperial band should play 
‘Marching Through Georgia’ upon my 
arrival.” 

"Oh, Say, Can You See." 

Thereupon the master of ceremonies 
backed himself out of the room with 
many assurances of his thankfulness 
and protesting between thanks that 
regardless of whether the dog of a 
band master fbund the music or not, 
he and all of his players would have 
the skin removed from their backs 
by public flogging; they would be 
boiled in oil, drawn and quartered. . 

On the“inoruing of the presentation, 
Consul Jay stepped into an open-faced' 
“punkin” carriage drawn by prancing 
chargers. Two lackayes stood behind. 
The others walked ahead and behind. 
The carriage was preceded by a troop 
of lancers and buglers. 

As the carriage entered the postern 
gate Consul Jay was prepared to hear 
the air of “Marching Through 
Georgia,” but instead, there was a 
crash of cymbals, and bandsmen, with 
all the force of their lungs and all the 
spirit they possessed sent np the good 
old strains of “Oh, Say, Can You See!” 
And Jay passed into the palace 
through a lane of dazzling smiles from 
bandsmen who had escaped a horrible 
death. They played the American na¬ 
tional anthem as it has seldom been 
played before.

LESSON FOR APRIL 15 


JESUS THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 

LESSON TEXT—John 10:7-17. 

GOLDEN TEXT—I am the good Shep¬ 
herd: the good Shepherd giveth His life 
for the sheep.—John 10:11. 



This lesson probably occurred at 
the Feast of the Tabernacle in Octo¬ 
ber, A. D. 29. The place was Jeru¬ 
salem, perhaps in or near the temple. 
Facts, pictures and illustrations re¬ 
garding eastern shepherd life can be 
used effectively in teaching the lesson. 
The true teacher must impart, develop 
and protect. Jesus does all of these 
things. 

I. Jesus, the Door (vv. 1-9).. Any¬ 
one who tries to get access to the 
sheep any other way than through 
Jesus the door is a thief and a rob¬ 
ber (v. 1). A door is an invitation to 
enter, to investigate, to purchase, to 
learn, to meet others. It is the proper 
entrance. To go in through any other, 
way arouses suspicion. It Is also a 
means of safety to control those who. 
enter; It can be closed in case of dan¬ 
ger, and is strong to protect against 
storms and thieves. It is a means of 
separation, to insure privacy, and to 
furnish a means of egress. Jesus says: 
we are to “go in” for communion with; 
God, and to “go out” for service, to: 
“go in” for strength and to “go out" 1 
for conflict. Verse nine is a wonder¬ 
ful verse. In it we hjgve the simplic- 1 
ity of the Gospel, “I am the door;”.; 
the exclusiveness of the Gospel, “By: 
me,” the conditions of the Gospel, “En¬ 
ter in;” the certainty, “Be savedthe 
liberty, “Go in and out;” the provis¬ 
ion, “Find pasture.” 

The true acceptance of Jesus leads 
not to a life of fear and constraint 
but to the perfect liberty of a child,: 
satisfaction in green pastures (Ps. 23:, 
2) that never fall (Rev. 7:16-17). The 
world’s richest pasture lands are bleak' 
and barren wildernesses in comparison 1 
with this. Christ is the door to other' 
tilings not mentioned in this lesson 
(See John 14:6; Eph. 2:18; Rom. 5:1-; 
2; Heb. 10:19-22). By him we enter, 
the room of the knowledge of God.; 
The Christian’s business is to know 
God and to make him known. 

II. Jesus, the Good Shepherd (vv. 
10-18). It is not enough to be a door. 
A door has no volition. It cannot leave 
its place. A shepherd can go in and 
out. A false Christ and false shep¬ 
herd are really thieves and robbers 
who come to “Steal and kill and de¬ 
stroy.” On the other hand, Jesus’ 
mission was a glorious one, “I came 
that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundantly." 
As a good Shepherd (1) he has cour¬ 
age (v. 12). Jesus was not only will¬ 
ing, but actually did give his life for 
the sheep. He had love for all of the 
she!?j, and was willing to seek the lost 
(Matt. 18:12). He also had confi¬ 
dence, due to his knowledge of God (v. 
14). This is not audacity but quiet 
confidence due to experience. He 
knows the proper pastures. He knows 
where to find water for the sheep. He 
knows the dangers and pitfalls along 
the pathway. He knows how to di¬ 
rect our efforts. Sunday school teach¬ 
ers who are following in the steps of 
the master, and who perform the acts 
of a good shepherd, must pay the 
price of knowledge. (2) Jesus had 
character (v. 15). He was right in 
the sight of God, but in order to be 
right in the sight of God he must also 
be right in the sight of men. God ex¬ 
pects results. The church expects re¬ 
sults from us. The parents who trust 
their children to our teaching expect 
results. A sheep does not live for it¬ 
self. It lives for others. Unless it 
produces wool, and is good for meat, 
it has existed in vain; so God, man 
and the church expect of us, as under¬ 
shepherds, that we shall produce re¬ 
sults. This we do not have to do in 
our own strength for any of us may 
have the life which is “abundant” and 
“exceeding” and “beyond measure.” 
The question is, have we this super¬ 
abundant life? (See I Pet. 1:8; John 
1:15; Col. 1:19; Eph. 3:16-19). 

Doctor Torrey has called our atten¬ 
tion to ten points about the good Shep¬ 
herd. (1) He knows the sheep. (2) 
He is known by his sheep. (3) He has 
a personal interest in his sheep, calls 
each by name (v. 3). (4) He leadeth 

them on. (5) He thrusts forth the 
laggard sheep (v. 4). (6) He over¬ 

looks none; all are his own (v. 4 R. 
V.). (7) He goeth before them. He 

has trodden every step of the way that 
they must take. (8) He careth for 
the sheep (v. 13). (9) He layeth down 
his life for the sheep (w. 11 and 15). 
(10) Giveth eternal and abundant life 
to the sheep (vv. 10, 28, 29). 

Jesus has sheep outside of Israel (v. 
16). When these are brought in they 
will all become one fold (Eph. 2:14, 
15; Gal. 3:28). It is through hearing 
his voice that they are to be brought. 
The laying down of his life was a vol- 
•untary act on his part, but it was per¬ 
formed in obedience to the father’s 
will (See Chap. 6:38; 15:10). Jesus 
intended that his relation to his fol¬ 
lowers should be exactly like tha! 
which bound himself to the Father (Sei 
Chap. 17:21-23). 

This love of the Good Shepherd le- 
him to die for our sins, and to b 
raised for our justification.

At a time when everyone is com¬ 
plaining of the high cost of living it 
might be well to see if we cannot elim¬ 
inate two great sources of waste—fires 
and rats. 

Most fires are needless. All rats 
are so. Some years ago a study of the 
rat problem in Philadelphia arrived at 
the conclusion that the rodents of that 
city ate more than a million dollars’ 
worth of food each year. At that rate, 
the disgusting creatures can hardly 
cost less than §100,000,000 per year 
to the whole country. This is a pret¬ 
ty high price to pay for the compan¬ 
ionship of impish pests which, besides 
their other bad habits, undermine 
floors and carry the most dreaded of 
all diseases, bubonic plague. 

Yet fires are more expensive than 
rats. In 1915—the last year for which 
figures are at hand—the American 
people paid out in premiums for fire 
insurance §419,361,346. Of this vast 
sum at least three-fourths could be 
saved by reducing our fire record to 
the rate prevailing in England, France 
or Germany; and even in our time and 
nation §300,000,000 per year is a sav¬ 
ing worth noting, and one which 
would have a perceptible effect on the 
cost of living.

Troubled Mexico’s story-tellers 
love the story of the accursed bell 
and tell it in many versions and with, 
innumerable additions and fanciful 
changes. It is one of their stories 
that are derived from Spanish 
sources and some of its forms have a 
distinct Moorish atmosphere. 

Somewhere in Vera Cruz, or near it, 
there is a mass of old iron that it will 
be well to leave untouched if anybody 
should be so unfortunate as to find it. It 
lias made trouble for Spanish authori¬ 
ties and the church, and the last peo¬ 
ple to have unprofitable dealings with 
it were the French soldiers when they 
occupied Mexico. 

They tried to caijt the piece of iron 
into a cannon, and they did not like 
the result. Indeed, brave soldados 
though they were, they liked the re¬ 
sult so little that they made haste to 
get rid of it. This is why nobody 
knows today where it is. 

The story of this iron goes back to 
old Spain in the days of chivalry. One 
day in that period a band of outlaws 
and robbers sacked a castle near Mad¬ 
rid. As they were feasting In its great 
vaulted banquet hall at dusk, a suit ol' 
armor that had been hanging on the 
wall suddenly got down an.d stalked 
into their circle, empty as it was. 

Most of the band immediately ran 
away, urged by commendable pru¬ 
dence. Some, however, were drunk 
enough to possess a boldness which 
would not have been theirs in a chaste 
state of sobriety. Several among them 
even addressed the armor politely, beg¬ 
ging it to be seated. 

There was a dissolute nobleman 
among them, more intelligent than the 
rest He suspected at once that this 
was a certain famous armor that had 
been forged by the devil himself. 
Tempted by the thought, this degraded 
cavalier, by name Don Gil de Marca- 
dante, bowed low to the armor and of¬ 
fered to sell his soul for the possession 
of it. 

Evidently the offer was accepted at 
once, for Don Gil had no trouble what¬ 
soever about getting into the suit of 
mail. Indeed, it seemed to his com¬ 
panions that the armor adjusted itself 
to the cavalier’s person with a Celer¬ 
ity that looked suspiciously as if in¬ 
visible hands were extending excellent 
assistance. 

Incased in the satanie armor, Don 
Gil became the scourge of the country. 
It turned swords and axes, and it 
seemed that none could overcome the 
man. At last, however, a wise priest 
counselled the police, and they caught 
the robber in a noose of rope previous¬ 
ly blessed by the church. Tying him 
up with painful care, they bore him to 
Madrid. 

There they put him into a strong cell 
high up in a tall tower. Unfortunate¬ 
ly they released him from the rope be¬ 
fore they locked him up. That was the 
last that any human eye ever saw of 
Don Gil de Marcadante. When the jail¬ 
ers entered his cell next morning, they 
found the empty armor sitting calmly 
on the bench, with its arms folded. 

Madrid’s most learned men were 
called together hastily and they fell on 
a clever stratagem for outwitting the 
devil. Under their orders the armor 
was seized by bold workmen and car¬ 
ried to a smelting furnace. 

A wild laugh of diabolic mockery 
came from the accursed thing as it was 
tossed in. The hotter it grew, the 
more did the laughter increase until 
finally, when the mass was red and 
fluid, the jeering and merriment were 
so clamorous that all Madrid resound¬ 
ed with it. 

The learned men, however, smiled 
grimly. They were preparing a tld-bit 
for the devil that was to make laugh¬ 
ter choke in his demoniac gullet. 

As soon as the armor was fully melt¬ 
ed, they gave the word. The work¬ 
men poured the metal into a mold that 
stood ready, and instantly the laughter 
ceased, to be replaced by bitter cries 
of remonstrance, rage and menaces. 

Then came whimpers for mercy; 
and the next moment, as the metal 
chilled, a scream of intolerance, utter 
agony. That was the last sound from 
the wicked mass—for the wise men 
had cast it into a cross. The curse 
had been banned. 

For many a generation the cross did 
faithful service at a wayside shrine, 
until its story was forgotten. A new 
generation wanted a bell for a convent 
in Madrid, and the bell-founders took 
down the cross and melted it into a 
beautiful bell. On the very first night 
after it was hung, Madrid was startled 
from sleep by such a din from the bel¬ 
fry that everybody rushed out, think¬ 
ing that the authorities were ringing 
alarm to arouse the citizens. 

They found the belfry door locked. 
The priests brought the key and 
opened it boldly. Nobody was there; 
but the bell-rope was lashing to and 
fro, and the bell above sent out its 
peals, not ceasing until cock-crow. 

Night after night this continued, 
while the churchmen and scholars held 
council. They traced the history of 
the cross from which the bell had been 
made, and ordered that it be lowered 
to the ground. After a solemn trial 
they ordered that its tongue be torn 


out, and that it be banished to Mexico. 

The maimed bell was carried to the 
coast amid the insults and curses of 
the people, and when the great silver 
flota sailed to the Spanish Main that 
year, one of the galleons took the bell 
and carried it to Vera Cruz, where it 
lay for many years, properly feared 
and loathed by all. 

Again years passed, and again men 
forgot the tale. After a century, a 
new viceroy asked why so beautiful a 
bell was not used, and directed that it 
be set in the clock tower of the palace. 
As it had no tongue, the workmen, 
luckily for the peace of Vera Cruz, 
put it solidly into place and adjusted 
a hammer that struck the bell from 
the outside. This hammer, being 
made from perfectly honest Mexican 
metal, had no curse en it and as a nat¬ 
ural consequence the bell remained per¬ 
fectly sedate and never alarmed Vera 
Cruz by striking anything but the 
hours. 

It would, no doubt, be there yet, had 
the French soldiers not arrived. They 
took it down and melted it, intending 
to cast it into a cannon. 

Then the curse made itself manifest 
again, for the last time so far as any¬ 
body knows. The iron refused to run. 
It “turned sour” as is testified by 
veracious chroniclers who saw it. And 
it chilled suddenly into a monstrous 
shape that was so assuredly not of this 
earth that eyen the fearless soldados 
of Napoleon were frightened. Hurried¬ 
ly they took the gruesome thing away 
and east it out, beyond the city. 

There it lies to this day and every 
good man must pray that it never shall 
be found again.

MORE AMERICANS GO TO SEA 


The Number Has Increased Two and 
One-Half Times Since Start 
of War. 

That the United States will be well 
supplied with native sailors iff the 
event of war with any other country is 
the statement made by Dr. George S. 
Webster, secretary to the American 
Seamen’s Friend society of New York, 
an exchange says. Doctor Webster 
says that the European war is respon¬ 
sible for many thousand Americans be-, 
coming sailors. He states that his 
society within the last half year has 
aided more than 100,000 American 1 
sailors. 

Doctor Webster says that there are 
approximately two and a half times as 
many American sailors now shipping 
for foreign ports as at any time previ¬ 
ous to the war. He attributes this in¬ 
crease partly to the increased wage be¬ 
ing given seamen and partly to the 
improved conditions under which they 
are working. 

In announcing the six months’ report 
of the society, Doctor Webster says: 

“The past three years have marked 
an almost unbelievable increase in che 
number of Americans who are shipping 
as sailors from our own ports. At our 
sailors’ home on the North river water 
front the men we have previously 
cared for were almost entirely British, 
Swedish and German. If an American- 
born sailor should have mingled in 
with this company, he would have been 
more or less conspicuous. 

“Today we frequently lodge Ameri¬ 
can sailors, and they are practically 
all men who have not seen service in 
the merchant marine prior to the out¬ 
break of the war. It is a very fair 
estimate to say that fully two and 'a 
half times as many Americans are now 
seafaring men as prior to the war. 
We can no longer-say that the Ameri¬ 
can is a ‘landlubber.’ 

“We venture to predict at the Amer¬ 
ican Seamen’s Friend society that the 
proportion of American-born sailors to 
those of other nationalities will im¬ 
mensely increase after the war. In 
case there is a slight lapse in industrial 
activity, the seafaring life will doubt¬ 
less be an attraction to many who have 
not heretofore considered its desir¬ 
ability.”

I well remember that whenever 
and wherever Judge Sprott was hold¬ 
ing court, always there would be two 
or three long, clear strips of white 
pine resting on the desk beside him, 
and when he started on a case he also 
would start whittling. The more in¬ 
terested he became in the arguments 
of the lawyers the faster he would 
Whittle. It was very interesting to 
watch him wield the knife, and whit¬ 
tling appeared to be almost second na¬ 
ture to him.”—Birmingham Ledger.

Following Break All Austrian Mer, 
chant Vessels in American Har¬ 
bors Were Seized.

Montgomery.—One member of a 
county board of equalization has no 
authority to make an essesspient un¬ 
less at least one other member agrees- 
with him, according to the supreme:

investigation and recommend the as-, 
sessment, but it would not be legal 
until another \ member had approved- 
it. . 


.Washington, -r- Austria - Hungary, 
ranging herself unreservedly with Ger¬ 
many, j|.s severed diplomatic relations 
with the United States, precipitating a 
situation which generally is expected 
here to lead to war. 

' Baron Erich Zwiedfnek, the Aus¬ 
trian charge, asked the state depart¬ 
ment for passports for himself, his 
staff and the Austrian consular force 
jn this country, and simultaneously 
(American minister Stovall reported 
from Berne that Austria had an¬ 
nounced the break in relations to the 
American embassy. 

Immediately the department ordered 
the seizure of all Austrian merchant 
vessels in American harbors. The 
Austrian crews were taken off and 
sent to immigration stations and 
American guards put on board. The 
measure was explained as purely one 
for police caution, but it is realized 
that it may be interpreted by Austria 
as an act of war. In a similar sityi- 
tion after the break with Germany 
no ships were seized until a state of 
war actually had been declared. 

Whether Bulgaria and Turkey are 
preparing to follow is unknown, but 
officials generally believe that sooner 
or later they will follow. Bulgarian 
Minister Panaretoff called and Secre¬ 
tary Lansing to ask if this government 
bad any information from Sofia, but: 
,was told none had been received. Both 
Bulgaria and Turkey are believed here 
to be weary of the war, but German 
domination of the central European al¬ 
liances is expected to drive them, as 1 
it drove Austria, to a break with Ger- 
I many’s new enemy.

3-Mill School Tax Wins in St. Clair. 

Montgomery.—St. Clair county fol¬ 
lowed in the footsteps of Houston 
county and gave a majority of 81 
for the 3-mill tax for public school 
purposes, according to a telegram re¬ 
ceived by tine state department of 
education. The vote was 672 for the 
tax and 591 against it. Houston coun¬ 
ty gave a majority of about 1000 in 
favor of the tax. Only Marshall coun¬ 
ty has voted against the tax since the 
constitutional amendment was adopted 
in November. Several elections will 
be held during the next 60 days. 


All Counties Must Limit Indebtedness. 

Montgomery.—Counties can become 
indebted only to the extent of 31-2 
per cent of the assessed valuation ot 
property, which means that they must 
limit their indebtedness to 31-2 peij 
cent of 60 per cent of the total valua¬ 
tion under a decision of Judge Gas* 
ton Gunter of the Fifteenth judicial 1 
circuit, rendered in granting an in¬ 
junction which prevented the board of; 
revenue of Elmore county from bor¬ 
rowing $30,000 from a Wetumpka bank. 
The case was brought by T. L. Austin^ 
probate clerk, in testing the-, conten¬ 
tion. Elmore county is already in-i 
debted to the amount prescribed by, 
law, provided the law means the as 
sessed valuation instead of the full 
valuation. . 


Brown Heads Alabama Teachers. 

Montgomery.—With only two dis¬ 
senting votes the Alabama Education¬ 
al Association at the closing session 
of the thirty-sixth annual convention 
went on record as favoring equal suf¬ 
frage. Dr. Charles A. Brown of Birm¬ 
ingham was elected president of the 
association as the successor of Dr. 
James J. Doster of the university who 
served one term. 


Tax Election to Be Called. 

Decatur.—The county commission¬ 
ers will order a special election im 
mediately on the proposed 3-mill school 
tax, allowed under a recent amend¬ 
ment to the state constitution. A pe- 
tion asking for the election and signed 
by nearly 1000 voters has been filed 
with the court. 


Albany Entertains Y. M. C. A. 

Albany.—The meeting of the State 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
was largely attended. An interesting 
and varied program was carried out. 


School Teacher Wins Suit. 

Anniston.—Teachers all over Ala-; 
bama probably will be glad to know 
that Miss Befesie Alexander, school 
teacher of Jacksonville, was well with* 
in the law, when she whipped Melvin 
Prater, one of her pupils. The case 
was tried before a Calhoun County 
jury in the Circuit Court. Melvin Pra¬ 
ter, a minor, seeking to recover dam¬ 
ages from Miss Bessie Alexander in 
the sum of $2,500. The jury decided 
the case in favor of the defendant, as¬ 
sessing the costs against the plaintiff. 


Boston.—Richard Olney, statesman, 
once Secretary, of State and always

No play in the present repertoire 
of Clifford Devereux and his com¬

ANNUAL SESSION 
GOOD ROADS BODY 


FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF NA¬ 
TIONAL BODY TN MAGIC CITY 
IS WELL ATTENDED. 


MANY STATES REPRESENTED 

'Value of Good Roads Vigorously Sreas- 
ed in the Several Addresses 
Made. 


Birmingham.—The Fifth Annual 
Session of the United States Good 
Roads Association convened in Birm¬ 
ingham April 17 to continue through 
the 20th. Delegates from nearly ev¬ 
ery state in the Union are in attend- 
a5ce and taking part in this gather¬ 
ing of good roads boosters. This as¬ 
sociation was organized in Birming¬ 
ham April 11th and 12th and is cred¬ 
ited with having started the move¬ 
ment to secure Federal Aid for the 
building of good roads throughout the 
nation. It passed the first resolution 
declaring for the Bankhead Federal 
Appropriation measure and waged an 
active campaign to secure the passage 
of the same, which was accomplished 
at the last session of Congress. 

This association has been quite 
active in pushing a propoganda in 
every State in the Union to have a 
day set aside as “Good Roads Day” 
for the purpose of building and main¬ 
taining roads that have already been 
constructed. 

The value of good roads to the in¬ 
dividual, the State and the nation was 
vigorously stressed in the several ad¬ 
dresses made by men who have been 
prominent in the good roads move¬ 
ment. 

The Association plans to push the 
campaign already started to induce the 
next Congress to make an annual ap¬ 
propriation of fifty million dollars for 
good roads on a continuous basis, 
thereby eliminating the necessity of 
going before every session of Con- 
gres to make a fight for an appropria¬ 
tion for good roads. 


Wants Flood Bill Applied In Alabama. 

Washington.—The first bill asking 
for the application of the flood control 
law enacted by the last Congress to 
Alabama has been filed in the House 
by Representative W. B. Oliver of the, 
Sixth district. The bill of the Sixth 
district congressman asks for an ap¬ 
propriation of $10,000 for a survey to 
be made of the Cahaba and Sipsey riv¬ 
ers with a view to ascertaining the 
cost to dredge and otherwise clean out 
these streams in order that they will 
carry freshets without overflowing the 
country roundabouts. Mr. Oliver pro¬ 
poses that the Cahaba shall be sur¬ 
veyed in Perry and Bibb counties and 
the Sipsey in Tuscaloosa, Pickens t and 
Greene counties. 


Greenville Ships Train of Produce. 

Greenville.—Almost a trainload of 
Butler county products left Greenville 
in one day over the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. Three carloads of 
hogs, one carload of velvets beans, 
two carloads of stave bolts, one car¬ 
load of cattle, three carloads of velvet 
bean feed, two carloads of radishes 
and one carload of peas made up the 
shipment. These shipments will aver¬ 
age $750 per car, which will bring 
more than $11,000. 


Attempt to Dynamite Benzol Plants. 

Bessemer.—-An attempt was made to 
blow up the benzol plants of the Wood¬ 
ward Iron company and the Thomas A. 
Edison company near Bessemer. The 
attempt was unsuccessful, and no dam¬ 
age resulted because of prompt action 
by night watchmen. The men were 
discovered hiding behind a smal house- 
inside the yard enclosing the plants.; 
When discovered by the night watch-, 
man the men opened fire with revolv¬ 
ers and he returned the fire. 


Soldier Killed at Coosa Bridge. 

Anniston.—The body of a soldier, 
said to be Walter Adams, a private 
of the First cavalry, national guard 
of Alabama, was brought to a local un¬ 
dertaking establishment from River¬ 
side, where he had been doing guard 
iduty at the bridge across the Coosa 
river. It was reported here that 
Adams had been shot, but an examin¬ 
ation of his body failed to verify this. 
His jaw was broken and he had some 
scratches and contusions on his face 
and head, but they were such as led to 
the conclusion that he had fallen from 
the bridge, or had been knocked from 
it by a passing train. 


Albany Seeking Three New Industries. 

Albany.—If the plans of a finance 
committee that began work in Albany 
are successful this city will have a 
trio of new industries. The commit¬ 
tee nam^d by President W. R. Hall of 
the board of commerce, will endeavor 
to raise $27,000 to be paid as bonuses 
and as stock subscriptions to three 
northern concerns that propose to be¬ 
gin operations here, giving employ¬ 
ment to about 200 .persons. Negotia¬ 
tions with the three plants were 
opened recently by Secretary Archi¬ 
bald i of the commerce board, on a 
trip through the east. 


Stave Mill Being Built. 

Sylacauga.—Sylacauga is to have 
a stave and head mill. The Pensacola 
Cooperage company will begin work 
at once on their plant here. It was 
agreed some weeks ago to put the mill 
here if Sylacauga would guarantee' 
1000 cords of staves at a stated price. 
At a mass meeting held at Fraternal 
Hall building this arrangement was 
made. 


Coosa to Get Big Graphite Plant. 

Goodwater.--A quarter of a million 
dollar graphite company has recently: 
been incorporated in Alabama, that of; 
the Graphite Company of America, for 
mining properties in Coosa County* 
within a couple of miles of Goodwater.- 
On the large holdings of this company 
a 720-tone mil! will be constructed at 
once. This tonnage will exceed by 
something like 50 per cent that of any 
other American graphite mill. 


Demopolis Girl Gets Hero Medal. 

Demopolis. — Miss Nellie McCoy, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. B. H. Mc¬ 
Coy, of Demopolis, has been presented 
with a Carnegie medal for a deed of 
heroism when she saved the lives of 
two Demopolis people who were 
drowning. The medal was presented 
to Miss McCoy by Rev. I. W. Chalker, 
o fthe Methodist church of Demopolis. 


Wallace to Run For Governor. 

Montgomery.—At a mass meeting 
held here, John H. Wallace, Jr., an¬ 
nounced that at the proper time he 
will enter the race for Governor as 
the successor of Charles Henderson, 
and will publish a platform insisting 
upon the restoration to this state of 
local self-government in the handling 
of the liquor or prohibition question 
and setting forth his views on other 
issues. 


Land Appraisers Announced. 

Montgomery.—According to a dis¬ 
patch from Washington the following 
Alabamians have been appointed ap¬ 
praisers for the Federal Farm Loan 
bank: Hugh M. Wilson of Opelika, 
John R. McCain of Linevile, Charles H. 
-Pulley of Huntsvile and S. J. Wright 
of Clayton. The salary is $2400 a 
year. 


Farmers Badly Delayed. 

Fort Payne.—The farmers in this 
county are much behind with their 
plowing, and a great many are be¬ 
ginning to plant without breaking their 
ground, depending on cultivation mak¬ 
ing the crop. The recent rains have 
delayed the work not only on the farm, 
but have badly damaged the roads. 


Pig iron Again Being Sold. 

Birmingham.—Pig iron is again be 
ing sold for first half of next year’s 
delivery, and while some sales have 
been made on a basis of $32.5(f per 
ton, No. 2 foundry, standard, bookings 
are noted at between $33 and $35 per 
ton, in fact two or three companies 
are holding’back for the $35 per ton 
price. 


Fitts Appointed to Higher Place. 

Birmingham.—William C. Fitts of 
Birmingham was named by President, 
Wilson assistant attorney general, ac., 
cording to an announcement from the 
President. Mr. Fitts, for a number 
of years, was a practicing attorney in 
Birmingham. 


Seek Army Camp. 

Huntsville.—The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of Huntsville has made appli¬ 
cation to the war department at 
Washington for one of the mobiliza¬ 
tion camps to be stationed in the south, 
and it is believed this city has a good 
chance of obtaining such a camp.

PRESIDENT MAKES 
APPEAL TO NATION 

&ery Man and Woman Urged To Strive 
To Make Country a Unit For 
Preservation Of Ideals 


Washington.—President Wilson, in 
an address to his fellow-countrymen, 
called upon every American citizen— 
man, woman and child—to join to¬ 
gether to make the nation a unit for 
the preservation of its ideals and for 
triumph of democracy in the world 
war. 

‘The supreme test of the nation has 
come,” says the address. “We must all 
speak, act and serve together.” 

The president urges all the people to 
concentrate their energies, practice 
economy, prove unselfishness and 
demonstrate efficiency. 

He appealed to the farmers, with em¬ 
phasis on his words, and particularly 
to the farmers of the South, to plant 
foodstuffs. The Southern farmers, he 
said, “can show their patriotism in no 
better or more convincing way than by 
resisting the great temptation of the 
present price of cotton and helping 
feed the nations and the peoples every¬ 
where fighting for their liberties and 
our own.” Among other things, the 
president said: 

“The entrance of our own beloved 
country into the grim and terrible war 
for democracy and human rights 
which has shaken the world creates 
so many problems of national life 
and action which call for immediate 
attention and consideration and set¬ 
tlement that I hope you will permit 
me to address to you a few words 
of earnest counsel and appeal with 
regard to them. 

‘We are rapidly putting our navy 
upon an effective war footing and are 
about to create and equip a great army, 
but these are the simplest parts for the 
great task to which we have addressed 
ourselves. There is not a single selfish 
element, so far as I can see, in the 
cause we are fighting for. We are 
fighting for what we believe and wish 
to be the rights of mankind and for 
the future peace and security of the 
world. To do this great thing worthi¬ 
ly and successfully, we must devote 
ourselves to the service without re¬ 
gard to profit or material advantage 
and with an energy and intelligence 
that will rise to the level of the enter¬ 
prise itself. We must realize to the 
full how great the task and how many 
things, how many kinds and elements 
of capacity and service and self-sacri¬ 
fice it involves. 

“These, then, are the things we must 
do, and do well, besides fighting—the 
things without which mere fighting 
would be useless.” 


AMERICAN GUNBOAT 

INTERNED BY TURKS 


Scorpion Given 24 Hours To Leave 
Constantinople; Failing To Do 
So. Was Seized 


MUNITIONS PLANT WRECKED 

112 Persons Meet Death And Many In¬ 
jured When Ammunition 
Factory Blows Up 


Chester, Pa.—One hundred and 
twelve persons — most of them women 
and girls — are known to have lost- 
their lives and 121 were injured by a 
series of terrific explosions in the 
shrapnel building of the Eddystone 
Ammunition corporation at Eddystone, 
one mile from Chester. Many of the 
injured were fatally hurt, and it is 
feared the final death list will reach 
one hundred and fifty. 

How any of the three hundred or 
more employees in the building, in 
which was stored approximately thir¬ 
ty thousand shells, escaped, is a mys¬ 
tery, as there was scarcely a fragment 
of the structure left intact. Fire added 
to the horror and most of the bodies 
were so badly charred that identifica¬ 
tion was impossible. 

Rumors of plots and arrests were 
numerous after the disaster, but all 
lacked confirmation. Detectives re¬ 
ported the explosion apparently was 
purely accidental and advanced the 
theory that shrapnel placed near a ra¬ 
diator might have caused it. An of¬ 
ficial of the company, however, said 
there never was more than half a 
ton of powder in the building and that 
this never was in bulk. 

The explosion occurred in what is 
known as the “10-F” building, a two- 
story structure, 75x300 feet. In this 
building time fuses were prepared, 
more than eighty per cent of the work¬ 
ers being women and girls. Probably 
fifty men and boys were employed in 
the building at the time of the blast 
and most of them escaped. 

The utmost confusion followed the 
explosion. A heavy pall of smoke dark¬ 
ened the entire town which has a pop¬ 
ulation of about 5,000, but this was 
soon lightened by the flames from the 
burning building. 

Rescue squads formed and a call for 
assistance was sent to Philadelphia, 
Chester, Wilmington and other nearby 
points. 

The entire Chester fire department 
responded -and ambulances from Phil¬ 
adelphia and Chester were soon at the 
scene. 

A strong guard of Pennsylvania mi¬ 
litiamen and cadets from the Penn¬ 
sylvania Military academy was thrown 
around the plant and every one ex¬ 
cept those assisting in the rescue work 
were forbidden to approach. 

Fifteen minutes after the explosion 
the dead and injured were being taken 
out. Several bodies were fished out 
of the marshes two hundred yards 
from the destroyed building and it is 
feared that others may have been 
blown into the river, still farther away. 

The Eddystone Ammunition corpora¬ 
tion, which was organized originally by 
interests identified with the Baldwin 
Locomotive works and operated by 
those interests, wafe taken over last 
September by a commission repre¬ 
senting the British and Russian gov¬ 
ernments. Since that time this com¬ 
mission has been carrying on the man¬ 
ufacture of munitions for the entente 
allies. 


BRITONS STORM 
GERMAN DEFENSES 


Fiercely Striking On Wide Front General 
Haig’s Troops Sweep All Before 
Them Near St. Quentin 


MANY LARGE GUNS TAKEN 

British Gains, According To The Mili¬ 
tary Experts, Almost Certain To 
Result In German Retreat 


New York.—On a twelve-mile front 
northeast of Arras and one a nine- 
mile front northwest of St. Quentin, 
the force's of Field Marshal Haig have 
shattered the German defenses and 
forced the Germans to‘retire. 

North and east of the Vimy ridge in 
the Arras region the British seized 
six villages from the Germans during 
a successful move forward from the 
Scarpe northward to near Loos. Lon¬ 
don says a footing also has been gain¬ 
ed in the German trenches northeast 
of Lens, a mining and railroad cen¬ 
ter. 

Vimy, Petit Vimy, Givenchy-en-Go- 
helle and Angres, all north of the Vimy 
ridge, and the villages of Willeval and 
Bailleul, east of the ridge, were taken 
in the advance. All these villages are 
on t-he slopes of the ridge. 

South of the Arras-Cambral road it 
is announced the British forces have 
gained ground east of Wancourt and 
are astride the Hindenburg line as far 
as a point seven miles southeast of 
Arras. 

Prisoners taken since the beginning 
of the battle of Arras total more than 
thirteen thousand, says London. Field 
Marshal Haig also has captured 166 
guns and other war material. 

Northwest of St. Quentin the British 
advanced on a line between Hargi- 
court and Metz-en-Couture, capturing 
two woods, the Sart farm and the vil¬ 
lage of Gouveacourt. This advance 
enlarged the salient in the German 
lines between St. Quentin and Cam- 
brai, and outflanked the Havrincourt 
wood on the south. 


GERMAN SUBMARINE SINKS 

ARGENTINE SAILING SHIP 


Vessel Shelled And Member Of The 
Crew Wounded—Great Excite¬ 
ment In Buenos Aires 


Amsterdam.—The American guard 
ship Scorpion has been interned at 
Constantinople by the Turkish govern 
ment, according to a news dispatch 
from the Turkish capital. It says that 
the Scorpion was given twenty-four 
hours to leave the harbor, but was 
unable to do so and was therefore 
interned "in accordance with The 
Hague convention.” 

The Scorpion is a converted yacht 
and has been stationed at Constanti¬ 
nople as a dispatch boat for the Amer¬ 
ican embassy since November, 1900. 
A year ago members of the Scorpion’s 
crew were reported to have clashed 
with German soldiers in Constantino¬ 
ple, and in March of this year the 
Italian newspapers printed reports 
that the Scorpion had been blown up. 
Constantinople dispatches denied this 
report. The commander of the Scor¬ 
pion is Commander J. P. Morton. 

Makes Attack On German Legation 

Buenos Aires.—The German lega¬ 
tion and consulate here have been at¬ 
tacked by a mob, as have the news¬ 
papers Deutsche la Plata Zeitung and 
La Union. The police dispersed the 
manifestants, ' 


Governors To Name Defense Councils 
Washington.—The council of nation¬ 
al defense has requested state gover¬ 
nors to name state defense councils 
to work with the national council in 
furthering preparedness plans. At the 
same time it-asked the governors to 
delay starting military censuses until 
uniform measures are prepared by the 
war department and the census bureau. 
Already some states have named de¬ 
fense councils and some have begun 
taking censuses of their citizens liable 
for military service. Their value to the 
war department, it is said, will depend 
on their uniformity, and uniformity 
plans probably will not be worked out 
for some time ' little time. State de¬ 
fense councils, Director Gifford of the 
national council said, can give invalua¬ 
ble assistance in organizing for effect¬ 
ive prosecution of the war. The gov¬ 
ernors were asked to give the councils 
broad powers and to make them repre¬ 
sentative of the state’s resources. 


Buenos Aires.—The Argentine sail¬ 
ing ship Monte Protegido has been 
sunk off the European coast, accord¬ 
ing to an official announcement made 
here. 

The announcement was made by the 
minister of foreign affairs, who said 
he had received official information to 
this effect. 

The government has ordered a com¬ 
plete inquiry into the sinking of the 
ship. 

According to the newspapers, the 
ship was sunk by a German submarine. 

It is announced that the ship was 
twice fired on by the guns of the sub¬ 
marine* and'tliat one member of the 
crew was wounded. 

After the news became known an ex¬ 
cited crowd marched through the 
streets shouting “Down with the Ger¬ 
man assassins.” Groups of students 
paraded the streets singing patriotic 
songs. 

Two German newspapers published 
in Buenos Aires, in view of threats 
by the crowds, closed their offices. 


Russ Government Grateful To Wilson 

Washington.—President Wilson re¬ 
ceived a cablegram from Foreign Min¬ 
ister Milukoff of Russia, declaring that 
the active participation of the United 
States in the world war will accelerate 
the victory of the entente allies. He 
expressed gratitude for the prompt rec¬ 
ognition by the United States of the 
new Russian government. 


State B. Y. P. U. Meets. 

Albany.— Approximately 25 dele 
gates attended the annual convention 
of the Alabama Baptist Young Peo¬ 
ple’s Union, which met here. 

Hamilton Votes Bond Issue. 

Hamilton.—At the municipal elec¬ 
tion held here to determine whether 
bonds should be issued to the amount 
of $6,000 for the erection of public 
school building in the town of Hamil¬ 
ton, the issue carried by a large ma¬ 
jority. 


Publicity Board Created Ey President 
Washington.—Control of publicity 
in connection with the government’s 
war activities was placed by President 
Wilson in the hands of a committee 
of public information, whose task will 
be to safeguard secrets of value to the 
enemy and at the same time to see 
that all affairs of the nation are laid 
before the people as fully and frankly 
as possible. The committee named by 
the president is made up of Secreta¬ 
ries Daniels, Lansing and Baker, who 
recommended the step, with George 
Creel, as civilian chairman. 

American Airplanes Equal The Best 
New York.—American airplanes, 
type ..for type, are “equal to the best 
European products,” while American 
fighting machines axe much safer than 
the European, according to an official 
report made public here of an investi¬ 
gation conducted by the advisory com¬ 
mittee on aeronautics which is co-op¬ 
erating with Rear Admiral Usher in 
the organization of the reserve forces 
of the third naval district. The in¬ 
vestigation forms the groundwork bf 
a plan providing for aerial defenses, 
which cannot be divulged. 


Great Losses For Germans In Battle 
London.^-In two days’ fighting along 
the front from Lens to the southeast of 
Arras, the Germans suffered great loss¬ 
es in men and guns. More than eleven 
thousand prisoners, among them 235 
officers, were taken, and 100 guns, 6’0 
trench mortars and 163 machine- guns 
have fallen into the hands of the Brit¬ 
ish. Some of the larger guns are of 
S-inch caliber. The advance of the 
British over the entire front was made 
to a depth of from two to six miles, 
the penetration being greatest east and 
southeast of Arras. 


“New York” Hits Mine Off Liverpool 
Liverpool. — The American line 
steamer New York bound from New 
York for Liverpool struck a mine when 
nearing her destination. The explo¬ 
sion occurred on the port bow of the 
vessel and distress signals were im¬ 
mediately sent out. Nearby vessels 
went to the assistance of the liner and 
all her passengers were taken off and 
brought to the landing stage here. It 
is found that the damage, confined to 
the forefront of the vessel, is not seri¬ 
ous, and the New York went into 
the pier under her own steam. 


Bolivia Breaks With Germany 
La Paz, Bolivia.—The German min¬ 
ister and his staff have been handed 
their passports by the Bolivian gov¬ 
ernment with a note declaring that 
diplomatic relations between Bolivia 
and Germany have been severed. 

.The Bolivian government in replying 
to the note of the United States re¬ 
specting its entrance into war, will 
say that the United States was com¬ 
pletely justified in taking up the de¬ 
fense of the rights of neutrals. 


24 Bombs Found Under S. C. Capitol 

Columbia, S. C.—Twenty-four bombs 
were discovered under the steps of the 
state capitol building here by State 
Electrician T. Q. Booser. The explo¬ 
sives were of iron, about the siie of 
grapefruit and very heavy. They had 
copper wires attached for connection 
with other electrically-charged wires 
to produce the explosion. 

Brazil To Arm Merchant Ships 
Rio Janeiro, Brazil.—It is officially 
announced that the government has 
decided to arm Brazilian merchant¬ 
men which purpose to make voyages 
into the German submarine zone. The 
ships, however, will be provided with 
instructions of a purely defensive char¬ 
acter. It has been decided to seize 
for their own protection from dam¬ 
age German ships interned in Brazil¬ 
ian ports. The foreign minister has ca¬ 
bled the Brazilian minister in Berlin to 
urge all Brazilians to leave Germany, 
to leave. 


Serbians Rising Against Bulgarians 
London.—An uprising of Serbians 
against the Bulgarians who are now 
occupying their country is reported in 
an Athens, Greece, dispatgh. As a re¬ 
sult of pressure exerted by the Bulga¬ 
rians, the Serbian population revolted 
and took to the hilly country. The in¬ 
surgents divided into battalions and 
companies, and are engaged in destroy¬ 
ing bridges, railways and other means 
of communication. The Bulgarian gov¬ 
ernment has dispatched troops to Nish 
to suppress the disorders, which are 
said to.lmye reached grave nroDortions 


WAR COMMISSION TO U. S. 

Foreign Minister Balfour Of Great Brit 
ain, Hea^Js The Commission To 
Visit This Country 

Washington.—Assembly in Washing ¬ 
ton within a few weeks of a grea- 
international war council was fore 
shadowed by an announcement from 
the state department that a British! 
commission, headed by Arthur J. Bal¬ 
four, minister of foreign affairs, is ex¬ 
pected to arrive within ten days to. 
discuss with the government here 
questions connected with the conduct 
of'the war. In addition to the foreign, 
minister, the commission will include 
Admiral de Clair of the British navy, 
General Bridges of the army and the 
governor of the Bank of England, at 
tended by a numerous staff. 

This was as far as the announce¬ 
ment made by the state department 
goes, but it was learned authoritative¬ 
ly that a French commission composed 
of officials and officers equally as dis¬ 
tinguished as the British representa¬ 
tives also will be in Washington about 
the same time. 

It is not known definitely whether 
any other of the allied powers will 
send commissioners to Washington,, 
but it is assumed that owing to the 
difficulties in passage and the probable; 
delay, the interests of these govern¬ 
ments will be confided to their resi¬ 
dent ambassadors. 

Beyond the statement that the obr 
ject of the commission is to discuss- 
generally questions of policy connected!, 
with the war no information was given 
at the state department. It was made 
clear, however, that in no way will 
the United States government depart, 
from the traditional policy of avoiding 
anything in the nature of political ah- 
liances, though of course, that does 
not exclude full and intimate military 
and naval co-operation in the prosecu* 
tion of the war. 


UNITED STATES ARMOR 

PLANT TO WEST VIRGINIA 


The $12,700,000 Concern For Which, 
Many Cities Fought Will Be Lo¬ 
cated At Charleston 


Washington.—Tne government’s ar¬ 
mor plate and projectile factories, for 
which congress appropriated $12,700^ 
000, will be built at Charleston, W.' 
Va., a location recommended by a spe¬ 
cial navy board as offering an ideal 
combination of military safety and 
easy access to manufacturing mate¬ 
rials. 

In announcing the selection Secre¬ 
tary Daniels said construction work 
would begin at once and would be 
hun-ied to completion. He also made 
public the report of the board person¬ 
ally inspected facilities of 29 cities 
chosen out of more than one hundred 
which offered sites. 

For the armor plant an appropriation 
of $11,000,000 is available, but a great¬ 
er sum may be asked of congress be¬ 
fore construction js finished. The 
initial appropriation for the projectile 
plant is $1,700,000. Charleston offered 
several acceptable sites free of cost to 
the government, and one of these will 
be selected for the factories them¬ 
selves while one of the protected 
gorges nearby will be taken over as a 
proving field. 


Strikes Are Barred During The War 
Washington.—No strikes or labor 
disputes of any land during the war 
is ihe program of the labor committee 
of the Council of National Defense’s 
advisory commission, headed by Sam¬ 
uel Gompers, president of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor. In a report 
made public the committee declares 
the “defense and safety of the nation 
must be the first consideration of all 
patriotic citizens,” and proposes that 
whenever emergencies arise requiring 
a change of standards, such changes 
should be made only after investiga¬ 
tion and approval by the Council of 
National Defense. 


Seven Billions Of Dollars To Fight 

Washington.—-Without a dissenting 
voice, the house, amid plaudits of 
members and the galleries, passed the 
seven-billion dollar war revenue au¬ 
thorization measure. The measure 
had been described as the greatest 
authorization for bonds ever contain* 
ed in a bill submitted to any legisla¬ 
tive body in the world. 


Frank Rockefeller Passes Into Beyond 

Gleveleand.—Frank Rockfeller, 72, 
youngest brother of John D. Rocke¬ 
feller, died in his apartments in a 
hotel from a stroke of paralysis. 


Diabolical Plot Causes Explosion 

Chester, Pa.—A statement by a high 
official of the Eddystone Munition cor¬ 
poration placed the blame of the disas¬ 
trous explosion, the worst in the his¬ 
tory of the state, on a disloyal em¬ 
ployee, who is thought to have sacri¬ 
ficed his life with the 116 known dead, 
most of whom were girls and young 
women. This amazing development 
spurred on the investigations of the 
catastrophe already under way by fed¬ 
eral, state, county, local officials and 
officers of the company. Numerous 
suspects were rounded up here. 

Two More Countries Join The U. S. 

Washington. — Without formally an¬ 
nouncing abandonment of t-heir neu¬ 
trality, two more Latin-American re¬ 
publics, Argentine and Costa Rica 
have given assurances of their moral 
support for the United States in the 
war against Germany. Argentina, 
choosing a middle course between 
those of Brazil and Chile, her sister 
nations in the influential ABC trio, 
has notified the state department that 
she “recognizes the justice” of this 
country’s stand against German ag¬ 
gression.

LESSON FOR APRIL 22 


JESUS ANOINTED AT BETHAN’Y. 

LESSON TEXT-John 12:1-11. 

GOLDEN TEXT—She hath done what 
she could.—Mk. 14:8. 

This is a lesson of Jesus in the 
home. It occurred at the beginning of 
passion week. We have before us the 
master; the worker, Martha; the wor¬ 
shiper, Mary; the witness, Lazarus; 
the traitor, Judas, and the people with¬ 
out. An unconscious bit of wisdom 
fell from the lips of that good houses 
wife who exclaimed, “How much bet¬ 
ter my neighbors’ houses look when I 
have my windows clean.” Too much 
we are looking through the eyes of 
selfishness. Out of this lesson let us 
learn to look through unselfish eyes; 

I. Unjust Criticism (vv. 1-6). It is 
six days before Jesus’ last Passover. 1 
The accounts of Matthew and Mark; 
suggest it to have been within two 
days, because they mentioned t!as 
feast after telling of the conspiracy of 
the chief priests and elders with Ju¬ 
das, who came to his determination to 
sell his Master after the reprimand 
given him on this occasion. 

(1) The Value of Good Deeds. Je; 
sus did not forget, in the supreme 
hour of his life, the friends whom he 
loved. To bring them some further 
spiritual gifts, he had come, to their 
home in Bethany. Doubtless he also 
had in mind the desire to nourish the 
faith which had been kindled in the 
hearts of all by the resurrection of 
Lazarus, just as he returned to Cana 
after having performed his first mir¬ 
acle (John 4:54). Jesus was Very 
God of Very God, yet he was very 
much of a real man; therefore he en¬ 
joyed the pleasures of home as much 
us other men, and the joys of kinship 
and- brotherhood. 

(2) The Wealth of Good Deeds. Out 
of her love Mary expended $51, prob¬ 
ably her whole treasure, in the pur¬ 
chase of this alabaster box, and put 
It aside to use it upon' him at the 
proper time. We do not think that she 
stopped to calculate the cost of this 
ointment. Love never estimates value. 
i-Ier deed proved a safer guide of con¬ 
duct than the calculating prudence of 
Judas and the other disciples (see 
Matt. 26:8). Such deeds are always 
looked upon with suspicion. The Isca¬ 
riots usually are the leaders in criti¬ 
cizing the actions of others. Envy lay 
at the bottom of their criticism, but 
good deeds are unconscious, for we 
read that “the house was filled witli 
odor.” 

(3) A Standard of Good Deeds 

(Mark 14:8); “She did what she 
could,” and we have also the record 
of good deeds, a memorial to her 
(Mark 14:9). A large number of peo¬ 
ple who never give of their own to the 
poor nor to the kingdom of God are 
willing to criticize others who do give 
out of the gratitude of their loving 
hearts. 1 

II. Gracious Commendation (vv. 

Ml). Jesus praised where his disci¬ 
ples and Judas criticized. The poor 
they always had with them (Mark 
14:7). This must have been a chal¬ 
lenge that evidently they had not at¬ 
tended to the poor as they should. 
Jesus also tells them frankly that 
whatever they do for him they must 
do speedily. Jesus’ judgment upon 
Judas is a rebuke of the disciples; his 
exposure of the sophistry of the crit¬ 
ics and of their subttety is suggestive. 
Upon Mary's act he bestowed the 
highest possible praise. “She hath 
done what she could.” That is all that 
is asked of anyone (II Cor. S :12). Such 
commendation ns Jesus bestowed upon 
Mary he bestowed upon no other, and 
ids wonderful predictions concerning 
her (Matt. 26:13) have been literally 
fulfilled. Jesus’ judgment upon Mary 
is also suggestive. He shielded her, 
“let her alone;” He approved her 
works as being good, and he inter¬ 
preted her innermost purpose in the 
act which she had performed. This 
outward act was literally the pouring 
forth of her heart’s adoration and wor¬ 
ship. Martha was in part taken up 
with her household service. Lazarus 
was in part taken up with, his enjoy¬ 
ment of the presence of Jesus, but 
Mary was wholly taken up with Jesus 
himself. Does the record surprise us: 
“Wheresoever this gospel, shall be 
preached throughout the whole world, 
this also which she hath done shall be 
spoken of for a memorial of her?” 
■Judas, under the judgment of Jesus, 
was stung (Matt.' 26:14) and hurries 
at once to the enemies of Je3us to 
strike a bargain with them for the be¬ 
trayal of his Lord though he did not 
secure from these enemies the equiva¬ 
lent of what she had poured upon him. 
iChrist will b i no man’s debtor. He 
takes the poor offerings we lay before 
him, and crowns them with the rich¬ 
est reward. Mary’s gift of ointment 
received words of commendation of 
which she never dreamed, and a re¬ 
ward far beyond her fondest hope, and 
has been the fount of countless deeds 
rich with love. Many people had gath¬ 
ered, not only for Jesus’ sake, hut 
that they might see Lazarus also. He 
drew people because of what Jesus had 
done for him, yet he drew' them to 
Jesus. This brought him also under 
condemnation, for we must share the 
bitterness of the foes of Jesus.

Neutral Traveler Paints Harrow¬ 
ing Picture of Pitiful Con¬ 
ditions in Vienna. 


ONLY THE WEALTHY GET FOOD 


Men, Women and Children Succumb 
to Hunger and Want—Gloom and 
Depression Weigh Heavily 
on People. 

London.—From a neutral who has 
spent prolonged periods in Austria- 
Hungary several times since tlie war 
a Bern-' correspondent learns that 
never has the Austrian capital been 
In such a plight as now. Men, women 
and even children lately have suc¬ 
cumbed to hunger and want, and he is 
assured that children have been lit¬ 
erally dying in the streets. Nowhere 
is there enough tg eat, he says, except 
among the wealthy classes and the 
well-to-do farmers. The organization 
for the distribution of provisions is 
wretched, despite the fact that a “Peo¬ 
ple’s Food Office” hap existed in Vien¬ 
na since December 1 last. 

According to the organ of the Whole¬ 
sale Purchasing Association of Aus¬ 
trian Consumers’ associations, prices 
have risen, taking Austria as a whole, 
by 104.67 per cent since the war be¬ 
gan, but in Vienna proportionately far 
more. It is not merely that all neces¬ 
sities have become so exceedingly ex¬ 
pensive, but that they are not procur¬ 
able. The few who have money still 
contrive to purchase enough, hut the 
great majority who have not money 
either go constantly hungry or depend 
on public kitchens, which since their 
creation have supplied the poorer 
classes in Vienna alone with 3S,253,815 
meals, at a total cost of about $2,- 
165,000. 

474,300 Dependents. 

At tlm end of 19i6 there were also, 
in Vienna alone, 474,300 persons in 
receipt of . government relief—grants 
of assistance—In other words,- about 
one in four of the entire population of 
the Austrian capital. These govern¬ 
ment grants since the start of the war 
until the end of last year had reached 
the sum Of $50,000,000, besides which 
there is a large number of destitute 
refugees in Vienna who have cost the 
state since the war began $ 11 , 625 , 000 . 
And yet the burgermeister of Vienna 
lias just been 'warning the public that 
(key must be prepared for worse times 
still to come in the next two months. 

The clothing question, especially the 
problem of how to provide any kind 
of boots or shoes, is almost as difficult 
of solution as tire food question. Ac¬ 
tresses and others, who before the 
war went about’ in elegant fanciful 
shoes, now are glad to wear any cast¬ 
off footgear, or even clothing, they can 
get, as also are many girls and women 
earning their living in offices. 

Even more acute is the fuel question 
in Austria-Hungary. 

The gloom and depression of Vien¬ 
na, in short, with its restricted tram 
service, restricted electric lighting— 
even in private houses—limited gas 
consumption and, worst of all, restrjet-

ed heating, with a degree of cold sel¬ 
dom experienced, is so distressing that 
the neutral who tells this story said 
if he had not been able to leave he 
would have lost his reason. 

The hospitals, public and private, 
are all overfilled, and death is reaping 
proportionately as great a harvest 
among the civilian population as 
among the soldiers at the front. 

In Vienna, and, indeed, in all the 
larger Austrian cities, there are now 
large numbers of houses and business 
premises to let. Moreover, as little 
removing as possible is done, because 
this has become so costly owing to the 
shortage of labor, of vans and of 
horses. In many cases young married 
women have returned to live with their 
parents, or several women friends have 
clubbed together to take a flat or house. 
It is not dwellings alone, however, 
which are everywhere to let, but rows 
of business premises, shops, etc., also 
are standing empty. 

The fifth Austrian war loan, which 
was to have closed on January 10 last, 
and which before that date was an¬ 
nounced as so brilliant a financial suc¬ 
cess, has not yet been closed, and the 
banks in Switzerland are being inun¬ 
dated with circulars, some of them 
marked “confidential,” and issued by 
the Vienna Banking association, offer¬ 
ing all manners of inducements to the 
Swiss fly to walk into the Austrian 
spider’s parlor. There is not a single 
Swiss managed bank in Switzerland 
which lias been tempted by these re¬ 
iterated offers of Austrian war loan 
stock. Austria, as a matter of fact, 
is already bankrupt, tier government 
does not allow any money to leave the 
country, .even tb pay for goods pur¬ 
chased in Switzerland since the war.

San Francisco.—Women have 
long served Uncle Sam in the 
many branches of his affairs in 
this city, but now a new field has 
been invaded. Miss Elizabeth 
Clark, young and pretty, has es¬ 
tablished herself as the pioneer 
woman boarding officer of, the 
immigration service. Here are 
some of the things she has to 
do: 

Board incoming foreign ves¬ 
sels in every kind of weather, 
from sunrise to sunset, arising 
at 3 a. m. during the summer 
months. 

Scale the Jacob’s ladder to get 
aboard ships during rough 
weather. 

Leap from the wharf to a roll¬ 
ing customs tug and from the 
tug, bobbing in the choppy-seas 
of the Bay of San Francisco, to 
the side ladders of steamers. 


RUSSIA BUYS AMERICAN BOAT 


Lake Steamer Nevada Will Wend Its 
Way Eastward When Navi¬ 
gation Opens. 


Manitowoc, Wis. — The Goodrich 
steamer Nevada, soon after the open¬ 
ing of navigation, will wend its way 
eastward, down through the St. Law¬ 
rence to the Atlantic seaboard, there 
to take on cargo for a Russian port.

Soldiers Forget They Are Enemies and

New York.—Edgar von Schmidt- 
Pauii, a Prussian cavalry officer, who 
is on the western front, has written 
for the German newspapers the fol¬ 
lowing remarkable incident which he 
and his men witnessed recently: 

“Donnerwetter — what a hellish 
noise! About me shells jire bursting 
and all around me is tlie fat-tat-tat of 
machine guns. 

“It is just before dawn, and tlie fog 
is so thick that one can scarcely see a 
yard ahead. All we know is that our 
troops during the night stormed and 
captured the French village over yon¬ 
der. I want to see how our left wing 
is situated, and therefore ride to the 
village where tlie enemy’s bullets are 
falling as thick as hailstones during a 
heavy thunderstorm. The fog contin¬ 
ues thick, but it is not cold. - 

“I find a shelter where other cavalry¬ 
men are taking a little rest and at once 
proceed to got some needed sleep my¬ 
self, ordering the lieutenant to rouse 
me in case of necessity. 

“Suddenly I am awakened by a pe¬ 
culiar, uncomfortable stillness—as is 
tiie case often where a sleeper is awak¬ 
ened either by a sudden noise or the 
cessation of noise. 

Baby in Battlefield. 

“As I emerge from the dugout the 
lieutenant winks at me somewhat mis¬ 
chievously and points directly in front 
of him. Carefully I raise my head 
over tlie top of the trench to get a 
view of things. 

“The sun hud risen and tlie fog had 
disappeared. In front of us is a 
meadow, and there, midway between 
our trenches and those of the enemy, 
is—God, it is imposible; it must be a 
delusion !—a Fata Morgana ; but no—- 
there in'tlie middle of the field, crawl¬ 
ing on hands and knees, is a little 
child, a baby. It appears perfectly 
happy and contented, and seems to be 
enjoying itself. Not n sound is to be 
heard, not a shot is fired. Every man 
has become dumb from amazement. 

“ ’A child has fallen from heaven!’ 
cries a soldier near me. 

“Well, that is about tlie case, for 
where else could that child have come 
from ? 

“Before my weary brain can summon 
up any convincing reasons how that 
child got out there—whether some poor 
mother lost it in the panic due to 
tlie battle of the night before—a Ger¬ 
man soldier jumps out of the trench 
and runs to where the child is crawl¬ 
ing about. Absolute stillness prevails 
in the trenches, and only to our right, 
from which this extraordinary sight is 
hidden by a clump of trees, is the sound 
of gunfire heard. 

Like Peaceful Island. 

“And this spot, which all through the 
night had been a veritable inferno of 
sbet anfl shell, is now like some peace¬ 
ful island or a cool, friendly oasis in 
a burning desert. 

“Over there in the enemy’s trenches 
we can see tlie helmets of the Fr.ench- 
. men as they peer over the edges. No 


one is any longer thinking of the en¬ 
emy or the war, or of danger. All eyes 
ore on the tali soldier and the child 
winch he is approaching. As he picks 
up that little frightened, helpless bit 
of humanity and fondly takes it in his 
arms; a laugh, a low, friendly laugh, 
passes along our entire column. The 
laugh is infectious, and we can feel 
how it is going along the ranks over 
yonder. And suddenly—what,.are they 
going to shoot?—no, on the contrary, 
a great wave of applause with shouts 
of ‘Bravo!’ from thousands of French 
throats break the stillness. Then, as 
the soldier jumps back into our trench 
with the child safely in his arms, our 
ranks, too, burst into a triumphant 
shout which passes all along the line. 

“Even for some time after not a 
shot is fired. It is ns if we felt ahamed 
of ourselves, and no one touched a gun 
while that child was in our midst. 

“When the firing did start again It 
was rather desultory and indifferent, 
and there was nothing dangerous 
about it. That little child had worked 
a wonderful change in the hearts of 
both friend and foe that morning.” 


PROUD OF 19-CENT TUBERS 


Pennsylvania Farmer Who Minimized 
Potato Cost, Produces Some 
Real Whoppers. 

Doylestown, Pa.—-Farmer Edward. 
Cliittick of Plumstead township, who 
raised 269 bushels of potatoes on an 
acre of 'ground at 19 cents a bushel, 
brought some real “taters” to tlie coun¬ 
ty seat of Bucks, exhibiting “Mur¬ 
phys” that averaged a pound each, to 
show what kind lie raised—and they 
were whoppers. 

Thirty-one potatoes filled a half- 
bushel basket heaping full. One after 
another a dozen'were measured, and 
they were fairly uniform in length. 
Most of them measured six inches 
across. They weighed about a pound 
apiece, and Mr. Cliittick says he had 
some that tipped the scales at one and 
three-quarters pounds. 

Mr. Cliittick admits that he may 
have been a little low in some of his 
expense items; but it was very little. 
He did nearly all the work himself, 
and consequently tlie cost was less 
than if he had to hire the kind of la¬ 
bor most farmers must. The United 
States survey figures, he says, show 
that he was not much too low on his 
labor cost. As for cutting potatoes, 
he says he can cut ten bushels with 
a knife in half a day; but he keeps 
right down to business.

DEATH PENALTY FOR TREASON 

Bomb Plotters May Now Be Gripped 
With Iron Hand—Subject to 
Heavy Penalties. 


Washington.-All persons in the Unit¬ 
ed States, citizens and aliens, are 
warned in a proclamation issued by 
President Wilson that treasonable acts 
or attempts to shield those committing 
such acts will be vigorously prosecut¬ 
ed by the givernment. 

At war, the United States is in a 
Bomb plotters now may he gripped 
with an iron hand. 

The proclamation follows: 

“Whereas, all persons in the Unit¬ 
ed States, citizens as well as aliens, 
should be informed of the penalties 
which they will incur for any failure 
to bear true allegiance to the Unted 
States; 

"Notv, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil¬ 
son, President of the United States, 
hereby issue this proclamation to call 
especial attention to the foliowing pro¬ 
visions of the constitution and laws 
of the United States: 

“Seition 3 to Article III of the con¬ 
stitution provides, in part: ‘Treason 
against the United States shall con¬ 
sist only in levying war against them 
or in adhering to their enemies, giv¬ 
ing them aid and comfort.’ 

“The criminal code of the United 
States provides: 

“ ‘Section 1. Whoever, owing al¬ 
legiance to the United States, le¬ 
vies war against them or adheres to 
their enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort, within the United States or 
elsewhere is guilty °f treason. 

“ ‘Sec. 2. Whoever is convicted of 
treason shall suffer death; or, at the 
discretion of the court, shall be im¬ 
prisoned not less than $10,000, to be 
levied on and collected out of any or 
all of his property, real and personal, 
of which he was the owner at the 
time of committing such treason, any 
sale or conveyance to the contrary 
notwithstanding; and every person so 
convicted of treason shall, moreover, 
be incapable of holding any office un¬ 
der the United States. 

“ ‘Sec. 3. Whoever, owing allegiance 
to the United States and having 
knowledge of the commission of any 
treason against them, conceals and 
does not, as soon as may be, disclose 
and make known the same to the 
President or to some judge of the 
United States, or to the governor, or 
to some judge or justice of a parti¬ 
cular state, is guilty of treason and 
shall be imprisoned not more than 
seven years and fined not more than 
$ 1 , 000 . 

“ ‘Sec. 6. If two or more persons in 
any state or territory, or in any place 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Unit¬ 
ed States, conspire to overthrow, put 
down, of to destroy by force the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States, or to 
levy war against them, or to oppose 
by force the authority thereof or by 
force to prevent, hinder or delay the 
execution of any law of the United 
States, or by force to seize, take or 
possess any property of the United. 
States contrary to the authority there¬ 
of, they shall each be fined not more 
than $5,000 or imprisoned not more- 
than six years, or both.’ 

“The courts of the United States 
have stated the following acts to -be 
treasonable: 

“The use or attempted use of any 
force or violence against the govern¬ 
ment of the United States or its mili¬ 
tary or naval forces: 

“The acquisition, use or disposal of, 
any property with knowledge that it, 
is to be, or with intent that it shall' 
be, of assistance to the enemy in their 
hostilities against the United States. 

“The performance jof any act or the 
publication of statements or informa¬ 
tion which will give or supply in any 
way aid and comfort to the enemies 
of the United States: 

“The direction, aiding, counseling or 
countenancing of any of the forego¬ 
ing acts. 

‘‘Such acts are held to be treason¬ 
able whether committeed with the 
United States or elsewhere: whether 
committed by a citizen of the United 
States or by an alien domiciled, or 
residing in the United States, inas¬ 
much as descendant aliens, as well 
as citizens, owe allegiance to the Unit¬ 
ed States and its laws; 

“Any such citizen or alien who has 
knowledge of the commission of such 
acts and Conceals and does not make 
known the facts to the officials nam¬ 
ed in section 3 of the penal code is 
guilty of misprission of treason. 

“And I hereby proclaim and warn all 
citizens of the United States, and all 
aliens owing allegiance to the gov¬ 
ernment of the United States, to ab¬ 
stain from committing any and ali 
acts which would constituted a vio¬ 
lation of any of the laws herein set 
forth; and I further proclaim and 
warn all persons who may commit 
such acts that they will he vigorously 
prosecuted thereby. 

“In witness whereof, I have here¬ 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed.

jbave been prosecuting the cases grow¬ 
ing out of the killing of the Madison 
county official. 


Girard Liquor is to Be Destroyed. 

The Supreme Court decided the Gi¬ 
rard liquor cases recently, holding 
,that the liquor seized there last sum¬ 
mer is contraband and shall be pub¬ 
licly destroyed, affirming the decision 
[of the Russell County Circuit Court 
-in each of the six cases tried. 

The defendants were: A. L. Goulat, 
;C. C. Phelps, the Theatrical Club, Ben 
.Edmonds, E. L. Richards and J. E. 
Kittrell. The total value of the liquor 
;wliicli is condemned is given at $250,- 
1000. 

In considering the question of a pos¬ 
sible appeal to the Supreme Court of 
khe United States, it is believed that 
'the only case in which a hearing might 
be granted by that court, would be in 
tthat of the Theatrical Club against ho 
State, which baaed its defense on the 
theory that the liquor seized in Girard 
; was in transit between Columbus, Ga., 
•and Jacksonville, Fla. 

The Circuit Court of Russell County 
will be promptly notified of the decis¬ 
ion by the Clerk of the Supreme Court* 
The destruction of the liquor probab¬ 
ly will follow shortly. 


Pardon Board Meets. 

Twenty-six cases were presented to 
the board of pardons for a recommen¬ 
dation as to executive clemency. Two 
of these were brought from Jefferson 
county, one the case of Mrs. Carrie 
Trent, which, after being in the courts 
for a number of years, was decided 
with the sentence of two years and 
Mrs. Trent’s entrance upon her term’ 
at Speigner. The aleged offense for 
which she was convicted is performing 
a criminal operation. Dave Coplon's 
case, which involves the receipt of 
stolen property. 


Insurance Policies Not Affected. 

C. Brooks Smith, state insurance 
commissioner, has received innumer¬ 
able inquiries from persons in Ala¬ 
bama who are policyholders with Unit¬ 
ed States branches of German insur¬ 
ance companies and whom he wishes 
to assure that the status of these 
branches is unchanged by recent de¬ 
cisions of this country in regard to 
war. 

Escaped Convict Captured. 

Tom Roach, who was convicted of 
grand larceny in Coibert county in 
1906 and sentenced to three years’ im¬ 
prisonment, was captured in Cincin¬ 
nati according to advices reaching the 
state convict department, after ten 
years of freedom. He escaped from 
Speigner in 1907, after enduring his 
imprisonment a year, and has been 
free ever since. The circursstancet 
of his recapture are not yet known. 


Big Bond Issue Passes House. , 

Washington.—Without a dissenting 
voice the House, amid plaudits of 
members and the galleries, passed the 
$7,000,000,000 war revenue authoriza¬ 
tion measure. One member, Repre¬ 
sentative London of New York, the on¬ 
ly socialist in Congress, voted “pres¬ 
ent.” Owing to general pairs and ab¬ 
sentees only 3S9 votes were recorded 
for the bill, but both Democratic 
Leader Kitchin and Republican Leader 
Mann announced that all of their 
members would have voted affirma¬ 
tively if they had been present.. 


High Court Ousts Jury Commission. 

In case of vie State ex rel W. W. 
Brandon and others against A. L. 
Prince and others .appealed from the 
Tuscaloosa Circuit Court, th<3 Supreme 
Court reversed the decision of the 
lower court and gave a decision oust¬ 
ing the present jury commissioners of 
Tuscaloosa County and turning over 
their duties to the County Board of 
Revenue. 

Urge More Food Crops. 

State Commissioner of Agriculture 
Wade, who recently returned from a 
conference in St. Louis held at the 
call of Secretary Houstof of the De¬ 
partment of Agrictulture, announces 
that the mobilization of the fan 
forces of the country and conserve 
tion of the food supply was strongly 
urged in the conference, which was at¬ 
tended by agricultural leaders from 
all parts of the United States. 

It was proposed at the meeting that 
all men rejected for army service for 
physical defect and all men who are 
unemployed to he included in the con¬ 
scription bill, and those who at the 
same time are able to do farm labor 
shall be mobilized by the government 
placed in uniform and sent to work 
the farms. 


Food Crops Planned. 

Goodwater.—'Never has there been 
such a demand for cattle, hogs and 
other livestock in this section. A num¬ 
ber of farmers have sold hogs and 
cattle in such numbers to receive more 
cash that will be gotten from the crops 
that they have planned. But little 
cotton is going to be planted. The 
general cry that is going out for food¬ 
stuffs is causing a majority of the 
planters in this section to decide on 
foodstuffs as a crop. Corn is now be¬ 
ing sold here for $1.65 a bushel, and 
with the price daily advancina.

CONGRESS TAKES 
UP FOOD PROBLEM 

BHYAN TO TOUR THE WEST TO 
SPREAD APPEAL FOR IN¬ 
CREASED PRODUCTION 


iOSIUZATON OF THE SOYS 

Aid of Million Boys Throughout Coun¬ 
try to be Enlisted as Active 
Farm Workers. 

Washington.—Congress took up the 
food problem in public hearings by 
the Senate agricultural committee, at 
which Secretary Houston set forth 
the' administration’s food control pro¬ 
gram. 

At the same time the federal trade 
commission, directed by President 
Wilson to investigate with the agri¬ 
cultural department the causes of high 
food prices, asked all state governors 
to send representatives to Washing¬ 
ton April 30 for a conference on state 
co-operation in the inquiry. 

Before appearing at the committee 
hearing Secretary Houston put his 
plans before the heads of five of the 
country’s big farmer’s organizations 
and received assurances of support for 
any measures the government con¬ 
templates for getting a firmer grasp 
on food production and distribution. 
The farmers’ representatives promised 
even to give their indorsement to leg¬ 
islation giving the government power 
to fix maximum and minimum prices 
in an emer^ncy. 

As its part in the government’s 
plans the department of labor an¬ 
nounced that it had undertaken the 
mobilization of a million boys through¬ 
out the country as active farm- work¬ 
ers for the summer. An organization 
will be formed to be known as the 
United States boys’ working reserve. 
Its operations will be directed from 
Washington by William Edwin Hall 
of New York,' president of the Boys’ 
Club Federation, called here by Sec¬ 
retary Wilson for the task. 

Two announcements of the day 
bearing on the food situation were a 
definition of the duties to be perform¬ 
ed by Herbert C. Hoover as chairman 
of the food committee of the council 
of national defense and the statement 
that William J. Bryan would tour the 
west to help spread the agricultural 
department's appeal for increased food 
production. Mr. Hoover, it. was stat¬ 
ed, will advise as to the best means 
of assisting the allies to meet their 
food needs and will assist state agen¬ 
cies and communities in meeting their 
food problems. Appearing with Secre¬ 
tary Houston before the Senate com¬ 
mittee were representatives of the 
farmers’ organizations. Mr. Houston 
amplifies the letter be sent to the Sen¬ 
ate last week and answered questions 
about food supplies, high prices and 
proposals for minimum and maximum 
•price fixing legislation. He said the 
department of agriculture lacLed ma¬ 
chinery to obtain an accurate esti¬ 
mate of the food supply of the coun¬ 
try and needs legislation to provide it; 


' GERMAN DEFENSE BROKEN. 


On Eight Miles of Front Hindenburg 
Line Is Pushed Back. 

With the British Alffiiies n. France. 
—The Battle of Arras, which had been 
smouldering for a week past, has burst 
:into flaming fury and is still raging, 
with some of the heaviest fighting of 
the war in progress. 

The fighting covered approximately 
an eight-mile front, from south of 
Vimy ridge to a point well below Cro- 
isilles. At the north end of the at¬ 
tack the British swept over German 
fixed positions running almost due 
south from Lens and captured long 
sections of German positions in front 
of the Hindenburg line and a great 
number c#: prisoners. 

More than 1200 prisoners were 
counted in this sector and others were 
still coming in. The largest number 
of prisoners was from the One Hun¬ 
dred and Forty-first Pomeranians, who 
surrendered in hundreds after very 
brief resistance. A battery of field 
guns also was taken. 


Commerce Grows Despite U-Boats. 

Washington. — Despite Germany's 
submarine campaign, American ex¬ 
ports in March reached a value of 
$551,278,000, which has been exceeded 
only once, last January, the best 
month in he country’s history. Im¬ 
ports of $270,484,000 set a new Ameri¬ 
can record. 


Coastwise Ships Placed in Service. 

Washington.—Immediate diversion 
of a number of steamships from the 
coastwise trade to transatlantic serv¬ 
ice was forecast by officials ri'ter a 
conference here of transportation 
company representatives with the 
shipping board and the council of na¬ 
tional defense. Many vessels, it was 
said, can he removed without disar¬ 
ranging railway service. 


Republicans to Support Wilson. 

New York.—Prominent progressive 
and republican leaders issued a state¬ 
ment here pledging their support of 
the administrations’ war plans and 
urging the adoption of measures which 
tkpy believed to be “immediately 
necessary.” Among those who sign¬ 
ed the statement were Hiram W. 
Johnson. Raymond Robins, Harold L. 
Ickes, William Drape Lewis, Gifford 
Pinchot, Miles Poindexter, Ogden 
Reid, E . A. Y>n Valkenburgh, Chester 
Rowell ahd William Allen White.

FIGHT OYER CONSCRIPTION 


Dent's Committee Rejects President’s 

Plan—Enemy Submarine Report¬ 
ed Near New York—Nivelle 
Smashes German Lines 
Between Reims and 
Soissons. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

For America at war the outstand¬ 
ing event of the past week was the 
opening of the great allied war coun¬ 
cils in Washington. Headed by such 
eminent men as British Foreign Min¬ 
ister Balfour and Rene Viviani, former 
premier of France, the commissions 
from England and France arrived in 
the national capital, were installed in 
fine residences and at once began the 
series of conferences with the heads 
of the American government and of 
its armed forces. 

In order to insure the safety of the 
commissioners, the government quite 
properly suppressed all news of their 
movements; and it is in no hurry to 
tell what transpires at tile conferences. 
It is safe to say, however, that the re¬ 
sults of the meetings will be moment¬ 
ous. 

Congress provided enough sinews of 
war for the present by passing the 
bill for (he issuance of $7,000,000,000, 
of which $3,000,000,000 is to be lent to 
the allies. There was not a single op¬ 
posing vote in either house or senate. 
Congress also appropriated $100,000,- 
000 as an emergency war fund tc he put 
at the disposal of the president, 

Ccr.ccriptien Still in Doubt. 

President wliida continued through¬ 
out the week his strenuous light for 
selective conscription, but arguments 
and threats were alike vain so far as 
the house military committee was con¬ 
cerned. The committee rejected, 13 to 
8, the administration provision, and 
then adopted an amendment offered by 
Chairman Dent providing that the 
president should call for 000,000 volun¬ 
teers under the existing volunteer act, 
and should apply conscription only 
when he “decides that such additional 
forces cannot lie effectually raised and 
maintained under the cull for volun¬ 
teers.” The house agreed to take up 
the army bill on Monday. 

In the senate committee (he presi¬ 
dent fared better, for the administra¬ 
tion bill with (he selective conscrip¬ 
tion feature was accepted by a vote of 
10 to 7. It is tlie hope of the admin¬ 
istration thnt the senate will pass this 
bill before the house acts. 

Impressed by the strength of the op¬ 
position to his conscription plan, es¬ 
pecially in the ranks of the Democrat¬ 
ic party, the president on Thursday 
issued an appeal to the public to sup¬ 
port his proposition. 

Administration leaders protest that 
the advocates of the volunteer system 
have spread the idea that under the 
conscription plan there-.is no room for 
the volunteer system, whereas the 
president’s plan leaves the way open' 
for 500,000 volunteers to serve for the 
duration of the war only. 

At the beginning of the week Pres¬ 
ident Wilson issued a remarkable proc¬ 
lamation to the nation, calling on all 
the people to give to it, in their re¬ 
spective capacities, their united, full 
service for the successful prosecution 
of the war. Such a call was doubtless 
needed, to arouse individuals, but re¬ 
cent events show that the industries 
of the country already are completely 
organized and proceeding to carry out 
the plans outlined by the council of 
national defense. The work done and 
being done by that body of patriotic 
men is revealed as most comprehen¬ 
sive and complete, and when it is 
known in its entirety will astonish the 
people of America. 

U-Boats in American Waters? 

Are there any German U-boats in 
American waters? Berlin says "not 


yet,” but the officers of the American 
destroyer Smith aver that a torpedo 
was fired_ at their vessel early Tues¬ 
day morning 100 miles south of New 
York. They are sure the missile came 
from a submarine, because they saw 
the periscope. 

Having been advised by British and 
French naval men that the well-armed 
merchant vessel is the best weapon 
for use against the submarine, the 
American government is pushing with 
redoubled vigor its plans lor the 
building of big fleets of wooden ships. 
It is even considering delaying the 
construction of five battleships for 
this purpose. 

In the United States union labor in 
general is heartily supporting the gov¬ 
ernment in its war measures; The ex¬ 
ceptions are certain scattered groups 
of manifestly Germanic tendencies. 
The members of these, as well as cer¬ 
tain other Americans with perverted 
ideas of their duty to mankind, may 
profitably study President Wilson’s 
proclamation, issued Monday, warning 
against the commission of treasonable 
acts. Giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy is treason, and the punishment 
for treason may he death. It is a pity 
that such a proclamation should be 
necessary. 

Recruiting Is Better. 

Recruiting for the regular army and 
navy during the past week was much 
more satisfactory than heretofore. 
From the navy training schools thou¬ 
sands of young men, made fit by in¬ 
tensive training, were sent to the At¬ 
lantic and Pacific seaboards to man 
the vessels of the fleets. 

The University of Illinois' plan for 
the enlisting of a great uryiy of agri¬ 
cultural laborers, men and hoys out¬ 
side the years of military service or 
otherwise exempt, having been recom¬ 
mended by the council of ifetftmnl de¬ 
fense and approved by the administra¬ 
tion, seems likely to solve the problem 
of farm labor. This, and the concert¬ 
ed movement to urge the growing of 
limit crops have aroused the farmers 
and gardeners so that the dangers of 
a food shortage are decreasing. Ev¬ 
ery help possible is promised the agri¬ 
culturists in the way of obtaining seed 
pnd labor. 

Prices c.C foodstuffs still are abnor¬ 
mally high, and there are mot'o titan 
hints that the government will Curb 
the avarice of the speculators. Cana¬ 
dian wheat was put on the free list 
Monday, and the depressing effect on 
the price of May wheat was immedi¬ 
ate but not lasting. The grain, specu¬ 
lators are being investigated by the 
federal authorities. 

Great Victory for the French. 

The greatest battle of the war to 
date, and consequently the greatest in 
all history, is that being fought in 
northern France. While the Britisli 
were making their tremendous thrust 
toward Lens anil St. Quentin, the 
French were concentrating their artil¬ 
lery fire on the German lines in the 
Reims-Soissons sector. When storms 
and German re-enforcements tempo¬ 
rarily checked the rush of Haig’s men, 
Nlvelle’s troops took their turn. On 
Monday they smashed against the Teu¬ 
tonic front, crushing the enemy de¬ 
fenses for 25 miles, capturing the sec¬ 
ond and even the third line in places. 
Sucli was the impetus of the attack 
that in one instance, at Brimont, they 
broke clear through. This is the sec¬ 
tor where the crown prince commands, 
and he hurriedly brought up brigade 
after brigade of reserves which made 
desperate attempts to win back the 
lost ground. But the wonderful 
French field artillery had followed 
close behind the infantry ahd checked 
the German counter-attacks with aw¬ 
ful loss of life. On Tuesday the 
French resumed their drive and pushed 
the Germans stiti farther back on the 
line from Reims to the Champagne 
front. All Tuesday night the fighting 
was fierce, but tlie French held their 
gains. In those two days 14,000 Ger¬ 
mans were taken captive and about 
10,000 others were killed or wounded. 
The prisoners were in a state of col¬ 
lapse from hunger and the effects of 
the gun-fire. 

Meanwhile the Britisli pushed their 
way farther to the north of St. Quen¬ 
tin and consolidated the positions they 
had won. . 

What Berlin Says of It. 

German official reports on the 
French offensive are naive. They ad¬ 
mit the success of the attack, but as¬ 
sert the object of the Germans was, 


1 “even if war material were lost, to 
spare the lives of our forces and in¬ 
flict heavy sanguinary losses upon the 
enemy, and thus decisively weaken 
him. This was achieved.” 

Again, on Wednesday, General Ni¬ 
velle hit the German line hard along a 
twenty-mile stretch from Reims to Au- 
berive, and then beat off the crown 
prince’s furious counter-attacks. The 
British made more advances near Loos 
and St. Quentin. So it went day after 
day until, before the week ended the 
French estimated the number of un¬ 
wounded prisoners taken by them 
along at more than 20,000. They also 
captured many guns and immense 
quantities of supplies. 

Retirement of the Germans in ltou- 
rnania is foreshadowed by the report 
from Jassy that they have burned the 
towns of Braila and Foksliani. 

The Turks, too, are retiring, willy- 
nilly, before the steady advance of 
General Maude’s army northwest from 
Bagdad and the Russian forces In Asia 
Minor. 

Russia Will Stand Firm. 

In wlmt may be called the field of 
diplomatic endeavor, attention must be 
called again to German efforts to se¬ 
duce the new Russia from tier allegi¬ 
ances and make a separate peace. 
These efforts, started by Socialist'lead¬ 
ers, have now taken on a semi-official 
character, for the German censorship 
and prohibition of egress from tlie 
country have been relaxed and tlie 
government treats the Socialists with 
a sudden favor that is decidedly suspi¬ 
cious. The negotiations are being car¬ 
ried on in Sweden, whither some Rus¬ 
sian radicals have betaken themselves. 
Encouraging reports from I’etrograd 
say that the duuia is split, the major¬ 
ity favoring sustaining the provi¬ 
sional government in its determination 
to prosecute tlie war to a victorious 
end is very large. Germany’s pacific* 
premises t« Rtr.sia, and those of Aus¬ 
tria, are too showy to deceive any but 
the most simple-minded, and even 
were they more substantial, the course 
of the Imperial government has uot 
been such as to inspire the least con¬ 
fidence in its pledges. Wilhelm may 
mean to fulfill His promises of electoral 
reform In Prussia, but they give little 
assurance of measurably promoting 
the cause of democracy, for which tlie 
world is fighting. Indeed, tlie prom¬ 
ised reform would leave tlie autocrat¬ 
ic system in the heart of Germany. 

Tim leaders of democratic Russia 
must see, as do the leaders of tlie oth¬ 
er allied nations, that though the world 
might afford to make peace with the 
German people, it cannot afford to 
make peace with the German kaiser. 
On Wednesday still better news came 
from I’etrograd in tlie form of assur¬ 
ances to the American government 
that it was no longer conceivable that 
under any conditions the provisional 
government of Russia would yield to 
the overtures of the German and Aus¬ 
trian Socialist agents to negotiate a 
separate peace. 

The Austrian cabinet became dis¬ 
rupted during the week. Two of its 
members withdrew. It was reported 
that Premier Tisza of Hungary had 
resigned. 

Food restrictions and labor condi¬ 
tions in Germany gave rise to a tiig 
strike of Berlin munition workers that 
started on Monday. The government 
was forced to make concessions to 
them, Poles forced by the Germans 
to work in munition plants of War¬ 
saw also went on strike. 

Norway and Spain Aroused. 
Norway is becoming more and more 
indignant over the destruction of her 
merchant marine by German subma¬ 
rines, and in the last few days the ship¬ 
ping men and the press, heartened by 
America’s entrance into the war, have 
been openly advocating the arming of 
their vessels. Spain, too, is exasper¬ 
ated by U-boat outrages, and King Al¬ 
fonso on Wednesday told some troops 
at a review; “It is necessary that we 
shall keep in a constant state of prep¬ 
aration!” 

Serious news came Thursday from 
Buenos Aires to the effect that tlie 
German inhabitants of three states in 
Brazil had rebelled. They are said to 
be well armed and organized. There 
are about Half a million Germans.in 
Brazil. 

German*? lost one of her “strong” 
men last week when General von Bls- 
sing, tlie German governor general of 
Belgium died. The Belgians did not 
go into mourning.

JESUS WELCOMED AS KING. 

LESSON TEXT—John 12:12-19. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Blessed is the King 
>f Israel that eometh in the name of the 
Lord—John 12:13. 

This lesson marks the beginning of 
that last tragic week in the life of 
our Lord, the most important week In 
all history sinee creation. The date 
was probably April 1, A. D. 30. 

I. The Lesson of His Kinship, (w. 
12-16). Reading carefully the record 
of each evangelist, regarding this tri¬ 
umphal entry, we are still at a loss 
fully to describe the scene. It oc¬ 
curred the day following the supper in 
the home of Mary and Martha and 
Lazarus, 1. e. on the Jewish Sabbath. 
From Bethpliage Jesus sent two of 
his, disciples into Jerusalem to secure 
the colt. They were to loose him with¬ 
out asking anyone’s permission, and 
bring the ass and her colt to him to 
whom all things belong, with no other 
explanation than, “The Lord hath need 
of them” (Matt. 21:3). This command 
was in line with the prophecy (Zech. 
9:9). The young ass was a symbol of 
peace, but the going of the disciples, 
in obedience to his command, was an 
act of faith, and obedience is the su¬ 
preme test of discipleship (John 
15:14). In response to their faith, 
they found everything .iust as he said 
it would be (Luke 19:32). Placing 
their garments upon the colt (Matt. 
21:7) .Jesus rode upon it toward the 
city, the people crying, “Hosanna”— 
literally, “Save, I beseech” (Ps. 19:37- 
40; see Luke 19:38; Mk. 11:9-10; Matt. 
21:9). The enthusiasm of the moment 
was tremendous. For the’moment tills 
great crowd (Mk. 11:8) believed that 
Jesus was really the Messiah, threw 
the garments of their holiday attire in 
his way (Matt. 21:8),. and cast their 
palm branches before him. The Phari¬ 
sees protested (Luke 19 :39-40), but the 
enemies of Jesus for the moment were 
impotent (John 12:19). The Phari¬ 
sees forgot their dignity to such an 
extent as to get excited along with the 
multitude, though with another pm> 
pose (See Luke 19:37-40). Unfor¬ 
tunately the enthusiasm of the peo¬ 
ple was ^iot long-lived. Many of the 
same ones were soon crying,. “Crucify 
him” (Cb. 19:14-15). Jesus himself 
’ did not join in the general joy (Luke 
19:41-44), for he, with prophetic eye, 
saw the outebme (Luke 19:41-44). 

| II. The Lesson of Reverence (vv. 17- 
19.) It is one thing to acknowledge 
Jesus as a King. It is quite another to 
revere him as Lord and Savior. Never 
was tliere a time when we need more ' 
to have reverence for things hply and 
for constituted authority than the 
present day. The act of reverence on 
the part of this multitude for the Gml- 
unointed King ought to be a suggestion 
to those who look upon Jesus merely ! 
as a man. 

I 

Ride triumphantly; 

Behold we lay 

Our Iust3 and proud wills in Thy way. 

Jesus’ grief is in strange contrast 
with the joy of the multitude. The 
practical application for us today is: 
“Have we cast our talents before him, 
God’s rightfully anointed King?” There 
had been a large company of people 
present when Jesus was at the tomb, 
of Lazarus, and raised him from the 
dead. The testimony of these eye¬ 
witnesses to the power of Jesus must 
have had great weight with the multi¬ 
tude. The enthusiasm of this crowd 
for Jesus excited the hatred c-f the 
Pharisec-s,' making it all the more in¬ 
tense, for they saw the crowd forsak¬ 
ing them, and following one whom 
they envied and hated. To one anoth¬ 
er they exclaimed, “Behold, how ye 
prevail nothing.” Notice the personal 
pronoun “ye,” seeking to lay the fault 
upon others rather than taking their 
own share of the burden, another 
touch of human nature which is evi¬ 
dent even today. 

III. The Lesson of the Greek Pil¬ 
grims (vv. 20-26). These Greeks camj 
first to Philip, who himself vvai a 
Greek. The hour had come (v. 23) 
when the work of Jesus for the Jews

MORE HONEY DISHES. 

Here are a few more ways of using 
loney iu various dishes: ‘ 

Honey Jumbles. 
—Take two cup¬ 
fuls of honey, one 
cupful of butter, 
four beaten eggs, 
one cupful of but¬ 
termilk, a quart of 
Hour, and a tea- 
spoonful of soda. 

If it seems too thin, 
stir in more Hour. Eggs, butter and 
honey should be thoroughly mixed be¬ 
fore adding the flour. 

Coffee Cake. —Cream a cupful of 
butter; add one and a half cupfuls of 
sugar, two beateu eggs, a cupful of 
cold coffee, a half cupful of honey and 
a teaspoonful of soda, one teaspoonful 
each of cinnamon and cloves, four cup¬ 
fuls of flour, with as many raisins and 
currants as desired. Let stand 20 
minutes before baking. 

Cambridge Gingerbread. —Melt half 
tt cupful of butter, in a half cupful of 
boiling water; add a cupful of honey, 
one beaten egg, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, a 
half tenspoonful of cloves and a tea¬ 
spoonful of ginger and three cupfuls 
of flour. Bake 40 minutes in a mod¬ 
erate oven. 

Cracker Jack. —One cupful of honey 
with a cupful of brown sugar is boiled 
together untij it hardens when 
dropped Into water. Remove from the 
heat and stir in a half teaspoonful of 
soda. Add puffed rice or popcorn all 
that can be stirred Into it. 

Horseradish and honey mixed to¬ 
gether make a most effective cough 
remedy. Use one part horseradish 
and two parts honey. 

Soft Honey Cake. —Take a cupful of 
butter, two cupfuls of honey, two eggs, 
one cupful of sour milk, a teaspoonful 
and a half of soda, a teaspoouful each 
of cinnamon and ginger and four cup¬ 
fuls of flour. Mix and beat well and 
bake in a sheet. 

Honey strained and mixed with 
chopped fruit and whipped cream 
makes a delicious fruit dessert. 

A few dishes which may' he easily 
served are poached eggs in creamed 
asparagus, preceded.by a fruit cock¬ 
tail, brown bread sandwiches, radishes, 
orange and pineapple salad, cheese 
straws, coffee or hot chocolate.

Drain, place in earthen baking dish 
with salt, pepper and a little olive oil 
or butter. Turn over the top a cup¬ 
ful of thick sour cream, cover and 
cook slowly four or five hours. Un¬ 
cover the last hour and add a half cup¬ 
ful of sugar or less if desired sweet¬ 
ened. 

Whole Wheat Ginger Bread. —Take 
a half cupful each of sugar and molas¬ 
ses, a cupful of sour milk, a teaspoon¬ 
ful of shortening, a fourth of a tea¬ 
spoonful of salt, a tabiespoonful of 
ginger, and' two and a half cupfuls of 
whole-wheat flour. Mix well and bake 
In a moderate oven. Serve with 
.whipped cream as a desesrt. 

Kidney Bean Salad. —Take a can of 
kidney beans, one-lmlf cupful of celery 
diced, a cupful or less of nut meats, 
a shredded green pepper, serve on let- 
,tuCo with French dressing. 

') To occupy the guests before the 
dishes are ready a fruit cocktail or a 
cup of hot bouillon may bo served.

Mustard Butter. —This makes a fine 
relish to serve with corned beef and 
cabbage.

.'resident Urges United Action in 
Fight for Liberty. 


FARMERS HOLD THE 

FATE OF NATIONS 


Executive Asks That Every Effort Be 
Made to Supply Food for the Coun¬ 
try, the Army and Navy and Our Al¬ 
lies—Cites Need for More Efficiency- 

Washington, April 17.—In a personal 
appeal addressed on Sunday night to 
his fellow countrymen President Wil¬ 
son calls upon every American citizen 
—man, woman and child—to join to¬ 
gether to make the nation a unit for the 
preservation of its ideals and for tri¬ 
umph of democracy in the world war. 

“The supreme test of the nation has 
come,” says the address. “We must 
all speak, act and serve together.” 

Text of Address. 

The address follows: 

“My fellow countrymen: 

“The entrance of our own beloved 
country into the grim and terrible war 
for democracy and human rights which 
has shaken the world creates so many 
problems of national life and action 
which call for immediate consideration 
and settlement that I hope you will 
permit me to address to you a few 
words of earnest counsel and appeal 
with regard to them. 

“We are rapidly putting our navy 
upon an effective war footing and are 
about to create and equip a great army, 
but these are the simplest parts of tire 
great task to which we have addressed 
ourselves. 

“There is not a single selfish ele¬ 
ment, so far as I can see, in the cause 
we are fighting for. We are fighting 
for what we believe and wish to be the 
rights of mankind and for the future 
peace and security of the world. 

“These, then, are the things we 
must do and do well, besides fighting— 
the things without which mere fight¬ 
ing would be fruitless: 

“We must supply abundant food for 
ourselves and for our armies and our 
seamen not only, but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom we have 
now made common cause, in whose 
support and by whose sides we shall 
be fighting. 

Must Supply Ships. 

“We must supply ships by the hun¬ 
dreds out of our shipyards to carry 
to the other side of the sea, subma¬ 
rines or no submarines, what will every 
day he needed there, and abundant 
materials out of our fields and our 
mines and our factories with which 
not only to clothe and equip our own 
forces on land and sea but also to 
clothe and support our people for 
whom the gallant fellows under arms 
can no longer work, to help clothe and 
equip the armies with which we are 
co-operating in Europe, and to keep 
the looms an<J njajiv£nctortes there ip 
Taw materials; coal to keep the fires 
going in ships at sea and in the fur¬ 
naces across the sea; steel out of 
which to make arms and ammunition 
both here and there; rails for worn- 
out railroads back of. the fighting 
fronts; locomotives and rolling stock 
to take the'place of those every day 
going to pieces; mules, horses, cattle 
for labor and for military service; 
everything with which the people of 
England and France and Italy and 
Russia have usually supplied them¬ 
selves, hut cannot now afford the men, 
the materials or the machinery to 
make. 

Need Greater Efficiency. 

“It is evident to every thinking man 
that our industries, in farms, in sliip- 
pai'ds, in the mines, in the factories, 
must be made more prolific and more 
efficient than ever, and that they must 
be more economically managed and 
better adapted to the particular re¬ 
quirements of our task than they have 
been; and what I want to say is that 
the men and the women who devote 
their thought and their energy to these 
things will be serving the country and 
conducting the fight for peace and free¬ 
dom just as truly and just as effective¬ 
ly as the men on the battlefield or in 
the trenches. 

Appeal to Farmers. 

“Thousands, nay, hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of men otherwise liable to mili¬ 
tary service, will of right and of neces¬ 
sity be excused from that service and 
assigned to the fundamental, sustain¬ 
ing work of the fields and factories, 
and mines, and they will he as much 
s part of the great patriotic forces of 
the nation as the men under fire. 

“I take the liberty, therefore, of 
addressing this word to the farmers 
of the country and to all who work- 
on the farms: The supreme need of 
our own nation and of the nations 
with which we are co-operating is an 
abundance of supplies, and especially 
of foodstuffs. The importance of an

Soldier Stays at Front to Let Mate 
Get Leave of Absence and 
Loses His Life. 

London.—A mother Jiving in Betlmal 
Green recently awaited with anxiety 
and happiqess the return home of her 
son from the front, where he had 
.-teen fighting for 15 months. The lad 
had received leave of absence from 
duty. But just before he was expected 
home a letter came. It read: 


adequate food supply, especially foi 
the present year, is superlative. 

“Without abundant food, alike for 
the armies and the. peoples now at 
war, tlie whole great enterprise upon 
which we have embarked will break 
down and fall. 

Hold Fate of Nations. 

“The world’s food reserves are low. 
Not only during the present emergency 
but "for some time after peace shall 
have come both our own people and a 
large proportion of the people of Eu¬ 
rope must rely ou the harvests in 
America. 

“Upon the farmers of this country, 
therefore, in large measure, rests the 
fate of the war uud tlie fate of the 
nations. May the nation not count 
upon them to omit no step that will 
increase the production of their laud 
or that will bring about the most ef¬ 
fectual co-operation in the sale and 
distribution of their products? 

“The time Is short. It is of tlie most 
imperative importance that everything 
possible be done and done immediate¬ 
ly to make sure of large harvests. I 
call upon young men and old alike and 
upon the able-bodied boys of the land 
to accept and .act upon this duty—to 
turn in hosts to the farms and make 
certain that no pains and no labor is 
lacking in this great matter. 

“1 particularly appeal to the farmers 
of tlie South to plant abuudaht food¬ 
stuffs as well us cotton. 

Trade to Be Unhampered. 

“The course of trade shall be as un¬ 
hampered as it is possible to make it, 
and there shall be no unwarranted 
manipulation of the nation’s food sup¬ 
ply by those who handle it on its way 
to the consumer. 

“This let me say to the middlemen 
of every sort, whether they are han¬ 
dling our foodstuffs or our raw mate- 
terials of manufacture or the products 
of our mills and factories: The eyes 
of the country will be especially upon 
you. This is your opportunity for sig¬ 
nal service, efficient and disinterested. 
The country expects you, as it expects 
all others, to forego unusual profits, to 
organize and expedite shipments of 
supplies of every kind, but especially 
of food, with an eye to the service you 
are rendering and in the spirit of those 
who enlist in the ranks, for their peo¬ 
ple. not for themselves. 

“I shall confidently expect you to 
deserve and win the confidence of peo¬ 
ple of every sort and station. 

Efficiency on Railroads. 

“To the men who run the, railways 
of the country, whether they be man¬ 
agers or operative employees, let me 
say that the railways are (he arteries 
of the nation’s life, and ehat upon them 
rests the immense responsibility of 
seeing to It that those arteries suffer 
uo obstruction of any kind, no ineffi¬ 
ciency or slackened power. 

“To the merchant let me suggest the 
motto, ‘Small profits and quick serv¬ 
ice,’ and to the shipbuilder the thought 
that the life of the war depends upon 
him. The food and the war supplies 
must be carried across the seas no mat¬ 
ter how many ships are sent to the 
bottom. The places of those that go 
down must be supplied at once. 

“To tlie miner let me say that he 
stands where the farmer does: The 
work of (lie world waits on him. If 
lie slackens or fr.ils, armies and states¬ 
men are helpless. He also is enlisted 
in the great Service array. 

“Tlie manufacturer docs not need to 
be told, I hope, that tlie nation looks 
to him to- speed and perfect every pro¬ 
cess; and 1 want only to remind his 
employees that their service is abso¬ 
lutely indispeusible and is counted on 
by every inttu who loves the country 
and its liberties. 

Every Garden Kelps. 

"Let me suggest also that every one 
who creates or cultivates a garden 
helps, and helps greatly, to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations; 
and that every housewife who prac¬ 
tices strict economy puts herself in 
the ranks of those who serve the na¬ 
tion. 

“This is the time for America to cor¬ 
rect her unpardonable fault of waste¬ 
fulness and extravagance. Let every 
man and every woman assume the duty 
of careful, provident use and expendi¬ 
ture as a public duty, as a dictate of 
patriotism which no one can now ex¬ 
pect ever to be excused < r forgiven for 
ignoring. 

“In the hope that this statement of 
the needs of the nation and of the 
world in tills hour of supreme crisis 
may stimulate those to whom it comes 
and remind all who need reminder of 
the solemn duties of a time such us the 
world has never seen before, I beg that 
all editors and publishers everywhere 
will give as prominent publication and 
as wide circulation us possible to this 
appeal. 

“I venture to suggest also to all ad¬ 
vertising agencies that they would per¬ 
haps render a very substantial and 
timely service, to tlie country if they 
would give it widespread repetition. 
And 1 hope that clergymen will not 
think the theme of it an unworthy or 
inappropriate subject of comment and 
homily from their pulpits. 

“The supreme test of the nation has 
come. We must all speak, act and 
serve together. 

“WOODROW WILSON.”

There are so many pretty and clever 
neck fixings, that fashion approves, for 
putting the finishing touch to all sorts 
of dresses and coats.

Prohibition Writ Case. 

The supreme court has awarded the 
writ of prohibition in the ambrosia 
case, appealed from Jefferson county. 
The writ of injunction issued against 
Sheriff Batson, restraining him from 
arresting W. L. Scoville or his agents 
for selling or keeping ambrosia has 
been vacated. 

W. O. Scoville filed an original bill 
in the Birmingham city court against 
the sheriff of Jefferson county, pray¬ 
ing the issuance cf an order restrain¬ 
ing Sheriff Batson or his agents for 
selling ambrosia and from petitioning 
that the injunction be made perpetual. 
The injunction was granted, where¬ 
upon a writ of prohibition was issued 
at the instance of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral seeking to annual the injunction. 
In rendering its decision the opinion 
o fthe court, prepared by Justice Mc¬ 
Clellan, recites that the writ of prohi¬ 
bition is the appropriate remedy when 
the object of its restraint is without 
jurisdiction to exercise the judicial 
power over the subject matter of the 
persons, where there is no adequate 
remedy. 

The court did not pass upon the 
question as to whether ambrosia is a 
prohibited beverage under the prohi¬ 
bition laws of the state. The state 
contends in effect that ambrosia looks 
like beer, smells like beer and tastes 
like beer, arid is, therefore, a prohibit¬ 
ed beverage, even though its alcoholic 
contents be very small. 


May Day Parade Planned.

Wade Calls for Food Preparedness. 

Food is the most important asset 
to the successful termination of war. 
History shows that .more wars have 
been lost at the point of starvation 
than by the sword. Our country is at 
war and we must realize from the be-, 
ginning that a well fed nation will be; 
victorious and a starved nation is. 
doomed to defeat, great privations and 
distress. Do not idle away your op¬ 
portunities, but get busy now, utiliz¬ 
ing all your spare time procuring 
everything you can to feed yourself 
and to contribute your part to the ulti¬ 
mate success of the nation. This ap¬ 
peal is not only to the farmers and the 
common laborers, but the dignitary as 
well. 

The high prices and scarcity of food 
products at present make it impera¬ 
tive that we begin at once to increase 
production. One of the first things to 
begin with is garden vegetables, and 
potatoes. Such products can be ma¬ 
tured in the shortest period of time 
and should be grown in abundance. 
Sweet potato plants can be had at 
$1.50 per 1000. If set now the vines 
will furnish cuttings for additional 
acreage within a very few weeks. Cut¬ 
tings may be set from now until July, 
but the earlier the better. 

It is estimated that the wheat crop 
will be 50,000,000 bushels short, as 
compared with last year. It will he 
necessary to increase the corn crop 
in order to prevent a bread shortage, 
when the effect o? the wheat shortage 
is added to the present high price of 
fiour. By all means increase your corn 
crop, using the best seed at your com¬ 
mand. Plant velvet beans, peanuts 
and cowpeas in abundance. They can 
be used as food or converted to meat 
through live stock. 

Increase your poultry, hogs and cat¬ 
tle by better care and breeding. In¬ 
crease the supply of meat by producing 
larger and better animals. This can 
bo done by growing more feed and bet¬ 
ter feeding. 

Every idle man and every idle day is 
a loss to you and your country. Work, 
fight or starve. It Is up to you.

SCOUTS AS LIFE SAVERS 

By ARMSTRONG PERRY. . 

The most common element in acci¬ 
dents is preventability. The careless-; 
ly thrown match, the day-dream- on the; 
railroad track, the mind which wanders; 
from the hand upon the lever, the fool 
who rocks the boat—these are they 
who keep the surgeon and the under¬ 
taker and the dealer in artificial limbs 
working overtime. 

Boy Scouts are taught to foresee and 
prevent accidents. When a boy is 
taught anything he is ever on the alert - 
to use his knowledge. The result of 
the scout training is shown in a re¬ 
markable way in the records of the 
national court of honor. 

There are about 170,000 scouts in 
the United States, most of whom go 
on a hike at least once a week through¬ 
out the year and c-amp out for a week 
or more every summer. It would be 
natural to expect that with this num¬ 
ber of boys, all of the most reckless 
age, climbing trees and hills, cutting 
wood and building fires, the 'number 
of serious and fatal accidents would 
be large. Not so. The national court 
of honor, which awards medals to 
scouts who risk their lives in saving 
others is called upon to consider only 
three or four cases a mouth and in 
most of these the person rescued is not 
a scout. 

In most of these cases the rescuo 
is due not only to the presence of mind 
and heroism of the scout, but also to 
his foresight in providing himself with 
equipment for use in an emergency 
and his diligence in learning the meth¬ 
ods by which rescues may be effected. 

A scout who was thoughtful enough 
to carry a coil of rope at his belt when 
he went skating saved a boy who 
broke through the ice. One of the 
youngest scouts saved a child from 
bleeding to death from an artery se¬ 
vered by a piece of broken china on a 
beach. His scoutmaster had taught 
him how to apply a tourniquet, using 
a handkerchief and a stick. During 
the reunion of the veterans of the war 
of the states at Gettysburg, at the re¬ 
view in Washington in 1015, and on 
many other occasions -where enormous 
crowds have assembled, the scouts 
have saved many from the affects of 
heat exhaustion, by being on the spot 
with restoratives and a knowledge of 
the means of quickly finding medical 
aid. Many a scout has gone to the as¬ 
sistance of a drowning person, released 
himself from a death grip, fought his 
way to safety with a load heavier than 
his own weight and, at the point of 
exhaustion, has been obliged to apply 
artificial respiration while a crowd of 
able-bodied men and women looked on, 
unable to do anything because of their 
ignorance of a few simple but vital 
rules. 

A community which fails to protect 
itself against calamity by developing 
the latent power iu its boy population 
deserves the same fate as the man who 
goes without fire and accident and 
health insurance.

Auto Licenses Increase. 

Inquiry made by members of tbe 
Good Roads Association of Birming¬ 
ham developed the fact that there has 
been a material increase in the net 
sum derived by the State for automo¬ 
bile licenses for the first six months 
of the fiscal veax', 1916 and 1917, over 
the amount received during the pre¬ 
ceding year. The State Board of Equ- 
ilization in reply gave the informa¬ 
tion that the sum from this source 
was $121,727 in 1915 and 1916 and 
$155,225 for the first six months of 
the current year.

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AN ORDINANCE 

Granting a Franchise to Alabama Pow¬ 
er Company, Its Successors and As- 
4gns, ia the Town of WILTON, 

Alabama. 

Be K ordained by the Town Council 
Wilton, Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1. In consideration of the 
benefits that will accrue to said Town 
aS Wilton, and the inhabitants 
(hereof, Alabama Power Company, its 
eaocesnore and assigns, hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the grantee, is hereby giv- 
P*J and vested with the right, authority 
• aad easement to construct, erect, sus- 
. fend, install, renew, repair, maintain, 
•perate and conduct in said Town of 
' Wilton a plant or plants and system 
for the manufacture, transmission, dis¬ 
tribution or sale of electric current for 
all purposes whatsoever, in, under, 
*ver, along, upon and across all streets, 
avenues, alleys, ways, bridges, and 
fuhUe places in said town, as they now 
dKfcd, or may hereafter be laid out or 
extended; together with the right, priv- 
SegR, and franchise to construct, erect, 
saspeed, Install, renew, repair, main¬ 
tain and operate such poles, towers, 
O»odolto, wires, cables, conductors, 
Imaafoming stations, fittings, and all 
opplioBcas and appurtenances ucces- 
9trj or desirable to the transmission 
Within, onto, through, over and beyond 
«id town, and furnishing, supplying 
•ad distributing to said town and to the 
inhabitants and corporations both with¬ 
in aad beyond the limits thereof, elec¬ 
tric energy for lighting, heating, power 
•ad all other purposes for which elec- 
: trie energy may be uoedl now or here¬ 
after aad for the purpose of extending 
Ha Ham and furnishing electric current 
- beyond the limits of said town. 

Section 2. The poles, towers, con- 
dnita, sables, conductors, transforming 
stations, and fittings, appliances and 
oppnrtenancee, shall be so constructed 
m net to unreasonably interfere with 
(he proper use of the streets, avenues, 
nltafa, ways, bridges, and public places, 
in said town, and shall be maintained 
ia reasonably good condition and re- 

y0*-. 

Section 8. Whenever the . gram tee 
dboll caase any opening or alteration to 
be made in any of the streets, avenues, 
alleys, waya, bridges, or public places 
Of mid town, for the purpose of install- 
tog, maintaining, operating or repair- 
tog any poles, towers, conduits, cables 
and other appliances, .the work shall 
be completed within a reasonable time, 
oed, grantee shall up«n the corople- 
|1ob nf Mch work restore Buch portions 
»f the street, avenue, alley* way, 
bridge, or other public place to as good 
aondinoa os it was before the opening 
•r alters ties was so made. 

Section 4. The grantee shall hold 


said town harmless from any and all 
liability or damages resultingfrom the 
negligence of the grantee in the con¬ 
struction, maintenance, or operation of 
said poles, towers, conduits, wires, 
cables, and other appliances. 

Section 5. The grantee may, from 
time to time, declare, make and en¬ 
force reasonable rules and regulations 
as a condition for the sale or distribu¬ 
tion by it of electric current to any per¬ 
son, firm or corporation. 

Section 6. In the event the supply 
of electric energy should be interrupt¬ 
ed or fail by reason of accident or oth¬ 
erwise. beyond control of grantee, the 
grantee shall restore the service within 
a reasonable time, aad such interruption 
shall not constitute a breach ot this 
franchise, nor shall the grantee be lia¬ 
ble for damages by reason of such in¬ 
terruption or failure. 

Section 7. The grantee shall install 
and maintain meters for measuring cur¬ 
rent, and shall have free access into the 
premises of the consumer, from time to 
time, for the purpose of reading, re¬ 
pairing, testing, and maintaining the 
meters and appurtenances, and shall 
have the right to make a minimum 
j charge of one dollar per month per 
meter for service furnished hereunder, 
whether electric current of that value 
is used or not. Such meters shall be 
furnished and maintained by the gran¬ 
tee free of charge, and shall remain the 
property of the grantee. 

Section 8. The grantee shall have the 
right to charge for all electricity furn¬ 
ished by it under this franchise at the 
following rates: 

For the first 200 Kilowatt hours, ten 
cents per kilowatt hour; for the next 
300 kilowatt hours, seven and one-half 
cents per kilowatt hour; for the next 
500 kilowatt hours, five and one-half 
cents per kilowatt hour; for all over 
1,000 kilowatt hours, five cents per 
kilowatt hour. 

The grantee shall not be required to 
furnish electricity to any person, firm 
dr corporation until satisfied of their 
financial responsibility and may re¬ 
quire reasonable security to insure 
payment for electric energy to be fur¬ 
nished hereunder. All bills for electric 
energy shall be subject to a discount of 
ten per cent if paid at the office of the 
grantee in said town within ten days 
after the date on which the bill is ren¬ 
dered, which discount shall not, how¬ 
ever, reduce the net monthly bill be¬ 
low said minimum charge of one dollar. 

Section 9. Wherever in this ordi¬ 
nance either the town or the grantee is 
named or referred to, it shall be 
deemed to include the respective suc¬ 
cessor, successors or assigns of either, 
and all rights, privileges, and obliga¬ 
tions herein conferred shall bind and 
inure to the benefit of such successor, 
successors or assigns of said town or 
of the grantee. 

Section 10. The construction of the 


work provided for in this franchise 
shall be commenced within twelve 
months from and after the acceptance 
of this franchise, and unless so com¬ 
menced within twelve months, the 
rights and franchises herein granted 
shall be and the same are forfeited. 

Section 11. The grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, shall within ninety 
(90) days after the approval of this or¬ 
dinance by the Mayor file a written ac¬ 
ceptance of the ordinance with the 
Town Clerk. 

Section 12. There being no news¬ 
paper published within the limits of 
said Town of Wilton, it is further or¬ 
dained that this ordinance shall be pub¬ 
lished by posting copies thereof in three 
public places within the limits of said 
Town of Wilton, two of which places 
shall be at the post office and the May¬ 
or’s office in said town and said ordi¬ 
nance shall also be published in one 
issue of The Montevallo Advertiser, a 
newspaper published in the Town of 
Montevallo, Alabama, with a general 
circulation in said Town of Wilton, the 
cost of which publication shall be paid 
by the grantee.

AN ORDINANCE 
Authorizing and directing the execu¬ 
tion by the Mayor of a contract be¬ 
tween the Town of Wilton, Alabama, 
and Alabama Power Company, its 
successors and assigns, for furnish’ 
ing to said town electric lights for a 
period of ten (10) years. 

SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the 
Town Council of Wilton, Alabama, 
that the Mayor be and is hereby author¬ 
ized, empowered and directed for and 
on behalf of the town of Wilton to 
enter into a contract with Alabama 
Power Company, its successors and as¬ 
signs, the terms of which are herein set 
out and approved in all things by the 
Town Council, to-wit: 

State of Alabama, \ 

Shelby County / 

This agreement, made and entered 
into on this, the 19th day of April, 
1917, by and between Alabama Power 
Company, a corporation, its successors 
and assigns, hereinafter called the party 
of the first part, and the Town of Wil 
ton, Alabama, a municipal corpora¬ 
tion, party of the second part, herein 
after called the Towu: 

WITNESSETH: 

First: For and in consideration of 
the mutual agreements herein con 
tained and the amount hereinafter 
agreed to be paid to the party of the 
first part by the Town, the party of the 
first part hereby agrees for a period of 
ten (10) years from the beginning of 
service, (not later than the 19th day of 
June, 1917), to furnish and maintain 
and furnish electric current for the 
following street lamps at the following 
rates: 

Two 100-candle power Mazda lamps 
at $27.50 per lamp per year. 

The said two (2) lamps are to be lo¬ 
cated at such places as the Town may 
designate within the limits of the dis¬ 
tributing system of the party of the 
first part. 

Second. The Town agrees to take 
and pay for the said twe (2) lamps at 
the rate of $27.50 per year, payable in 
equal monthly installments on or be¬ 
fore the 10th day of the month follow¬ 
ing the month during which service 
was rendered, at the office of the par¬ 
ty of the first part in said town. 

Third: That the party ot the first 
part further agrees to furnish and the 
town agrees to take from the party of 
the first part and pay for such addi¬ 
tional lamps as the town may need or 
require during the continuance of this 
contract at the following prices: 

100-candle power Mazda lamps, $27.50 
per lamp per year; 80-candle power 
Mazda lamps, $25.00 per lamp per year; 
60-candle power Mazda lamps, $22.50 
per lamp per year; 40-caudle power 
Mazda lamps, $20.00 per lamp per year. 

Each additional lamp so installed by 
the town shall at once become subject 
to all the terms and conditions of this 
contract. 

Fourth: It is further understood and 
agreed that any additional lamp in¬ 
stalled by the town shall be located at 
such places vithin the limits of the dis¬ 
tributing system of the party of the 
first part as the town may direct; but it 
is understood and agreed that no lamp 
shall be located more than five hun¬ 
dred (500) feet from the nearest Mazda 
lamp circuit of the party of the first 
part unless the actual cost of placing 
said lamp beyond the slid five hundred 
(500) foot limit is first paid to the party 
of the first part. 

Fifth: It is further understood and 
agreed that when any lamp is once lo¬ 
cated, should the town desire it moved 
at any time to a different location the 
party of the first part will moye such 
lamp to such new location within the 
limits of the distributing system of the 
party of the first part upon receiving 
all cost and expense of moving such 
lamp. 

Sixth: The party of the first part 
further agrees that all lamps shall burn 
each night from evening twilight to 
morning twilight. 

Seventh: In the event the town fails 
to pay such monthly installments for all 
lamps as it may owe under this con¬ 
tract, the party of the first part may, at 
its option, discontinue such service un¬ 
til full payment is made therefor with 
interest thereon, but this contract shall 
not be otherwise affected and upon full 
payment of all sums due hereuDder, 
with interest, service shall be renewed 
by the party of the first part. 

Eighth: It is further agreed that in 
the event the supply of electric energy 


should be interrupted or fail oy reason 
of accident, or otherwise, the party of 
the first part shall restore the service 
within a reasonable time and such in¬ 
terruption shall not constitute a breach 
of this contract, nor shall the party of 
the first part be liable for damages by 
reason of such interruption or failure, 
but for any such interruption or failure 
longer than five (5) hours shall fot 
such time credit the town for the pro 
rata cost of the lighting. 

Ninth: Wherever in this contract 
either the town or the party of the 
first part is named, or referred to, it 
shall be deemed to include the respect 
tive successor, successors or assigns of 
either, and alt rights, privileges and 
obligations herein contained by or on 
behalf of said town or by or on behalf 
of the party of the first part shall bind 
and inure to the benefit of the respec¬ 
tive successor, successors or assigns of 
said town or of the party of the first 
part, whether so expressed or not. 

Tenth: A waiver of one or more de¬ 
faults shall not be considered a waiver 
of any other or subsequent defaults. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF the said 
Alabama Power Company has caused 
this contract to be executed in its name 
by W. N. Waimsley, as its general 
manager, and attested by Wiley Alford, 
its secretary, and its corporate seal to 
be hereunto affixed, and the said Town 
of Wilton has caused this contract 
to be executed in its name and its cor¬ 
porate seal to be hereunto affixed by 
its Mayor and attested by its Town 
Clerk on the day and year first above 
written.

The said Alabama Power 
Company, its successors or assigns, 
shall within ninety (90) days from the 
final passage of this ordinance, file a 
written acceptance hereof and execute 
the contract herein contained. 

There being no news 
paper published within the limits of 
said town of Wilton, it is further or¬ 
dained that this ordinance shall be pub¬ 
lished by posting copies thereof in 
three public places within the limits of 
said Town of Wilton, two of which 
places shall be at the post office and 
the Mayor’s office in said town, and 
said ordinance shall also be published 
in one issue of The Montevallo Ad¬ 
vertiser, a newspaper published in the 
Town of Montevallo, Alabama, with a 
general circulation in said Town of 
Wilton, the cost of which publication 
shall be paid by the said Alabama 
Power Company.
